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SOME LESSONS OF THE BOER WAR. 


Lieut. Gordon Robinson, Art. Corps, U.S.A., con- 
tributes to the current number of the Journal of the 
Military Service Institution of the United States a 
translation of an exceedingly interesting article on 
“Some Lessons of the South African War,’ which 
appeared originally in the Reveue des Deux Mondes 
of Paris. In a foot note it is stated that it is under- 
stood that the author of this article is the distinguished 
Major-General de Negrier of the French Army, and, 
if that be the fact, some of his expressions are of 
special importance in view of the adverse criticism 
which has been passed upon the conduct of the British 
campaign in South Africa by many of the military ex- 
perts of continental Europe. The author frankly con- 
cedes that the unusual conditions under which the 
South African war was fought render it difficult, if 
not impossible, to arrive at definite conclusions as 
‘o the really useful lessons which its record pre- 
sents. He holds, however, that in every case it shows 
clearly the insufficiency of the methods empioyed in 
battle to-day.” Continuing, he says: ‘‘ Magazine fire 
and smokeless powder had driven the English to a 
total abandonment of their former methods. A new 
tactics completely different from that at present em- 
ployed in the majority of European armies has been 
improvised and has compelled its adoption, but at the 
price of what sacrifices? The army, which will know 
how to profit by two years of bloody lessons, will 
avoid them in the future. Let us cease insisting on it 
and no longer seek to imitate but to reflect upon the 
tactical evolution of the English army. But, before 
all, justice must be rendered to the sometimes malev- 
olent critics upon the continent who have addressed 
themselves to the English commanders and troops. 
Without stopping to examine the strategical disposi- 
tions, it is well to remark that it-is always easy to 
find defects in any operation. It is too often for- 
gotten that politics exercises an unfortunate and some- 
times prepondering influence upon the movements of 
armies. But in the domain of tactics judgment is 
passed upon such facts as each is able to verify. 
Thenceforth, it may be affirmed that the history of 
this war will be written to the great honor of the 
corps of officers of the English regular army.” This 
generous recognition of the valor of the British adds 
undeniable weight to the author’s critical remarks as 
to the method of the opposing forces. From the Europ- 
ean point of view the military instruction of the 
Boers amounted to little or nothing except that of 
their artillery. But, knowing how to shoot and how 
to maintain themselves in the field, their movements 
generally were inteliigent. In the matter of field forti- 
fications they employed original traces and profiles, 
providing excellent protection against the spreading 
fire of shrapnel. In order to avoid being surrounded 
the Boers. usually gave their line of battle a length 
extraordinary in proportion to the effective strength, 
and on the defensive these points have shown great 
tenacity even when weakly occupied parts of the line 
were attacked by considerable forces of the British. 
Their fields of fire being practically unobstructed, they 
made great use of rapid fire at short distances, and 
this system succeeded so well that the English never 
succeeded in outflanking their wings. But when one 
of the flanks of the deployed line was taken in reverse, 
the rapidity of dissolution and disappearance of the 
line was incredible. However, if the English pressed 
them too hard, a rearguard of riflemen would be formed 
to keep their adversaries at a distance. In the use 
of cavalry the Boers were like the French dragoons 


of Louis XIV. In the pursuit they show themselves 
to be masters. They would advance at a gallop along 
the flanks of their adversary, dismount in favorable 
places, and crush them by their fire, but they never 
charged. Often the English have been so demoralized 
that they were overcome by one good charge. They 
suffered great losses and the Boers none. The attempts 
of the English, either to charge in their pursuits or to 
enter into an engagement, always failed. Not only had 
the Boers never even taken the trouble to form them- 
selyes into groups to receive charges on the open field, 
but they attacked the English cavalry by advancing 
toward it on horseback up to about 600 or 500 metres, 
dismouuting and opening fire. The English cavalry 
was always powerless against this sort of attack. 
“ The inability of the Boers,” says General de Negrier, 
“has often been invoked by the English to explain 
certain defects. It has been exaggerated. From the 
beginning of operations up to the moment where par- 
tisan warfare became a system the Boers had con- 
voys even heavier than those of the English. In their 
frequent retreats and the defeats of 1900 it is astonish- 
ing that the English had not captured them all.” 





Without entering into any dis¢ussion as to the merits 
of the controversy over the question of armament and 
speed for the new cruisers Washington and Tennessee 
—a question which, on Oct. 20, disclosed a marked 
difference of opinion among the members of the Board 
of Construction of the Navy Department—it is worth 
pointing out that this difference could have been 
avoided if Congress had only been a trifle more liberal 
in providing for the vessels we have named. In the 
act authorizing the construction of the Washington 
and Tennessee it was stipulated that they should have 
“the highest practicable speed,” but coupled with that 
condition was the hard and fast proviso that the vessels 
should have a trial displacement of not more than 
14,500 tons each. Under these restrictions it was 
originally decided that these new cruisers should each 
have 25,000 horse power, which, it was estimated, 
would give them a speed of approximately 23 knots. 
Then it was agreed that a protective deck with four 
and a half inches of armor on the slope should be sub- 
stituted for the deck of one and a half inches of armor 
as originally planned. This change increased the 
weight by 200 tons, to offset which it was proposed 
to reduce the horse power from 25,000 to 23,000. This 
brought the whole matter down to a simple question 
of speed versus armor and armament, and the vote 
showed three members of the Board of Construction 
in favor of reduced speed and increased armor as 
against two in favor of increased speed and reduced 
armor. Now “the highest practicable speed” thus far 
developed in vessels of this class is 23 knots as shown 
by the British first class cruiser Drake, which has an 
ifidicated horse power of 30,000, The contention among 
the members of the Board of Construction as to the 
speeding capacity of the Washington and Tennessee 
each with 23,000 horse power is therefore of the utmost 
interest. Rear Admiral Bowles insists that with 23,000 
horse power, these vessels will develop a speed rate of 
22 knots, while Rear Admiral Melville maintains that 
they cannot do better than 21.15 knots and that even 
with 25,000 horse power, as originally planned, their 
speed would be little if any more than 22 knots. Iu 
view of this pronounced difference of opinion between 
two naval experts of such wide experience, with refer- 
ence to a question of far-reaching importance, the final 
action of the Navy Department on the plan recom- 
mended by the majority of the Board of Construction 
becomes a matter of serious concern to naval interes's. 
But, as we remarked at the outset, the doubt and con- 
fusion might have been wholly avoided if Congress 
had authorized a somewhat broader policy of construc- 
tion for the proposed cruisers. If, for instance, it had 
granted them a maximum displacement of 15,000, or 
even 14,800 tons, it would have been possible to make 
them foremost among their class. not only in armor 
and armament, but capable of “the highest practicable 
speed” as well. 
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One of the most glaring scandals arising from the 
British campaign in South Africa is disclosed in the 
Blue Book issued by the board of army officers ap- 
pointed by General Lord Roberts commander-in-chief, 
to investigate the transactions of the Remount De- 
partment in the United States and Austria-Hungary. 
This report declares that Captain Smith, an officer of 
the Remount Department, who subsequently deserted, 
received a commission on every animal he purchased 
at New Orleans for the British forces. Two others, 
Cap‘ain Mandsley and Veterinarian Howes, are ac- 
cused of gross impropriety and all three are charged 
with practices which have brought the greatest dis- 
credit upon the Remount Department, Captain Smith 
is accused. of buying horses and mules that were abso- 
lutely unfit and useless, and New Orleans despatches 
estimate that by accepting worthless animals in re- 
turn for commissions from dealers he amassed a 
fortune of perhaps $500,000. These same despatches 
add that he then fled to England, where he is now 
serving a term in prison on conviction by a court- 
martial, It is extremely fortunate that, in spite of 
this corrupt arrangement, whereby horses and mules 
away below American standards, were sent to South 
Africa, the British investigators report the animals 
purchased in the’ United States were on the whole 
satisfactory. Of American mules the report says: 
“In our opinion, nothing approaches them except the 
gun mules of the mountain batteries in India. We do

not see a fault to find with them as a class.” With 
reference to American horses the officers remark: 
“Judging them as a class, we think them the very 
type for mounted infantry horses. With time and 
training the American horse would turn out to be the 
ideal horse for mounted infantry or to carry light cav- 
alry, without equipment.” The officers do not report 
any corruption in the operations of the Remount De- 
partment in Austria-Hungary, but they found that the 
markets there were absolutely controlled by the con- 
tractors and that consequently the Department worked 
at a disadantage. Inquiries in Canada have convinced 
the board that the Dominior is not at present able to 
supply any large number of horses suitable for army 
needs. It is recommended, however, that breeding in 
Canada be encouraged by maintaining a steady mar- 
ket in England for Canadian horses and by introduc- 
ing selected stallions. The members of the board agree 
that Chicago may presently become an important 
market for supplying remounts for the British service. 





As a pleasing sequel to the extremely cordial welcome 
extended to Major Generals CorLin and Young and 
Brigadier General Wood of the United States Army in 
England, it is announced that General Lord Roberts, 
commander in chief of the British military forces, has 
accepted an invitation from those officers to visit the 
United States in 1903. The lavish hospitality with 
which the American generals have been received by the 
British public, and particularly by British military 
commanders, has already developed an enlarged spirit 
of emulation and good will which cannot be other than 
helpful to the army organizations of both nations, and 
this tendency will be still further increased by a visit 
of inspection from Lord Roberts to the United States. 
Military experts who have observed the campaigns of 
the last three years in the Philippines and in South 
Africa agree that, while the Armies of the United 
States and Great Britain possess many great meriis in 
common, they have much to learn from each other. 
That these lessons may be fully learned and properly 
applied it is desirable that each system shall be care- 
fully studied by experienced officers of the other. We 
do not doubt that the observations of Generals Corbin, 
Young and Wood in Europe will result in desirable 
improvements in the United States Army, and on the 
other hand, we do not count it as vanity to suggest 
that a study of military methods in the United States 
by Lord Roberts would lead to beneficial changes in 
the British Army. Lord Roberts may be assued that 
the invitation of the visiting American generals repre- 
sents the earnest desire of the officers of the United 
States Army, in whose behalf the AkMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL pledges him a welcome worthy of their hos- 
pitality and of his military genius,

From the report of the Commissioner of Education, it 
appears that the grand total of pupils in schools, ele- 
mentary, secondary and higher both public and private, 
in the United States, for the year ended June 30, 1901, 
numbered 17,299,230. We commend these imposing 
figures to the earnest consideration of those “anti im- 
perialist” defamers of their country who would have 
the world believe that the United States Army is 
drawn from the illiterate and vicious elements of so- 
ciety. For it is in this tremendous host of American 
youth, now acquiring the fundamental knowledge of 
their duty as citizens and patriots, that the Govern- 
ment will seek the men for the enlisted force of its 
military services in the years to come. It is from the 
same material that the Army and the Navy of to-day 
are made up—intelligent, resolute, self-respecting young 
men, whose upright conduct in peace and war is one 
of the undying glories of the Republic. Our Army in 
the Philippines, only recently charged in the halls 6f 
Congress with having pursued a uniform poli of 
killing all of the wounded of the enemy’s forces, j¢ com- 
posed of hardy patriots, who have learned ‘in our 
schools the lessons of obedience, truth and justice. 
That the United States should ma.ntain more than 20 
per cent of its population in institutions of learning is 
a pledge to the world that our armies, recruited from 
those establishments, involve no peril to humanity or 
civilization, The flag of battalions thus constituted 
“has never floated over any region but in benediction” 
as General McArthur showed at the last meeting of the 


Loyal Legion. 
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Referring to the recent international rifle contest 
for the Palma Trophy, at Ottawa, Canada, between 
American, British and Canadian teams, the Volunteer 
Service Gazette of London, England, says: “In the 
contest for the Palma trophy the British team and the 
Canadians were armed with the Lee-Metford or Lee- 
Enfield rifles; the Americans with the Springfield, (U. 
S. magazine calibre .30) with the sliding wind gauge 
and orthoptic backsight; and having in view the ex- 
cellent reputations of the individual riflemen concerned, 
the contest was considered to be one between the re- 
spective arms and the respective coaches. The dia- 
grams made by the competitors went to prove that 
the American sights were by far the best, and enabled 
a better angle to be kept; but the excellent coaching 
of the British captain, Major the Hon. T. F. Fremantle, 
more than compensated for this advantage. The Brit- 
ish team had twice as many misses as the Americans, 
but made fewer outers and magpies. The Canadian 
team were, unfortunately, got together at a late hour, 
and suffered both from angular errors and from want 
of regular practice with a coach.” 
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A paper read some years ago by Ensign William 
Rogers and published in the recently issued volume II 
of “War Papers, read before the Commandery of the 
State of Maine, M.O.L.L.U.S.” (Portland, Lefavor- 
Tower Company) confirms an opinion we have always 
held that the loss of the original Monitor, off Hatteras, 
Dee. 30, 1862, was due to ignorance on the part of 
the captain of the vessel (Bankhead) of tne characteris- 
tics of the vessel he commanded. . Mr. Rogers, who 
was an officer of the Rhode Island, the vessel having 
the Monitor in tow, says: “It is my conviction now, 
after a careful study of all available records, and a 
review of all.the circumstances attending her loss, that 
not only all her crew, but possibly, if not probably, the 
vessel herself could have been saved had her officers, 
men no doubt who would have stood bravely by her 
guns in open battle, exercised good judgment and good 
seamanship. There were two obvious mistakes made 
by Captain Bankhead, as shown in his official report of 
January 1, 1863. One was in keying up the turret of 
the Monitor, so that he could push oakum under it. 
the other in letting go his anchor so that the packing 
around the eight inch hawse hole was torn away and 
the sea allowed to enter.” In a letter, dated Nov. 3, 
1863, Ericsson said: “The sinking of the original Moni- 
tor was caused by an inexperienced commander raising 
her turret before going to sea, and the putting oakum 
under her base. The turret on beiny let down rested 
on a few thick lumps, the sea washed out the rest and 
producing a leak of some fifty feet in extent, admitting 
more water than the pumps could take away.” It was 
impossible to make the joint between the bottom of the 
turret and the bed plate on which it rested absolutely 
water tight, but the amount of leakage was comparatively 
small and constant in quantity, so that the pumps could 
easily keep ahead of it. The same mistake with regard 
to the turret was made when the Monitor left New 
York on her first trip at sea and it nearly resulted in 
the loss of the vessel. The water came in, not only 
under the turret, but through the hawse-hole, the result, 
as Ericsson declared, “of gross oversight on the part of 
the executive officer—namely, in going to sea without 
stopping the openings around the chain cable at the 
point where it passes through the side of the anchor- 
well.” This precaution was taken by Commander 
Bankhead, but when he let go the anchor, it tore away 
the packing and admitted the water. The early pre- 
judices against the Monitor were largely due to the 
inability of the Navy officers who had command of 
them to adjust the ideas acquired in command of vessel 
of a different style to the novel conditions they en- 
countered in the Monitor. The education of our present 
naval officers has been wholly different and though we 
may have here and there one who retain the prejudices 
formed by almost forgotten conditions the younger officers 
certainly are far more liberal toward new ideas than the 
jolly tars of the olden time. 
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If we may judge from the sensations produced on 
board the French man-of-war, Fulminant, when it was 
chased by four submersibles last July, the expectation 
is that these underwater vessels will frighten an enemy 
into “caniptions,” and thus triumph chiefly by virtue of 
the moral effect. Writing to the Journal des Débats 
an officer of the Fulminant says: “Our men were abso- 
lutely enervated.” Their pulses, according to the sur- 
geon, rose from eighty to a hundred or a hundred and 
twenty. The men screamed an alarm at every shadow, 
and any loaded guns went off by themselves. The 
officer who relates the matter “breathed with difficulty.” 
It is not so certain that the more phlegmetic English, 
Germans, or Americans would become so hysterical at 
the sight of a submarine. It is to be hoped that they 
would at least retain sufficient self possession to run 
away and that their guns would be able to hold their 
fire until] they were requested to deliver it. It would 
appear from the article in the Débats from which we 
quote that the French are relying on liquid air for sup- 
plying the crews of their submarines for Mr. Arsonval 
tells us that they can remain under water as long as 
may be desired. Mr. Arsonval disposes of torpedo at- 
tack in this summary fashion: “As to the destruction 
of submarines—at least of ours—by torpedoes, etc., I 
answer in a single word. Let me laugh!” 

Perhaps M. Arsonval will explain why a French crew 
whose excitement at the appearance of a submarine, 
rises to the height of a high fever, should be so indiffer- 
ent to torpedoes. It may be that the officer who favors 
the Journal des Débats with such a vivid account of 
the behavior of his crew in the presence of a sub- 
marine is of the Artemas Ward variety and that what 
he says is “rit sarkastic.”

Describing the German maneuvers, the correspondent 
of the London Telegraph says: “There were two 
or three interesting events during the day. For 
the first time the Germans used their new machine 
gun batteries, though they had not much oppor- 
tunity, and there was also in operation for the first 
time a new portable field telegraph called the “Funken 
Telegraph.” This latter is quite a new invention. An 
initial experiment was also made in conveying orders 
from the Army Corps headquarters on both sides by 
means of balloons. The balloons were sent up with a 
lot .of signal flags attached very much in the manner 
that flags are sent up attached to the signal halyards 
on a man-of-war. The contrivance succeeded apparent- 
ly, but it was very slow. With regard to all three in- 
novations, I desire to see more of them before proceed- 
ing to discuss their merits or defects. The Germans, 
like the French, do not believe in hand-signalling by 
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flags. A German officer with whom I discussed the 
matter to-day said they preferred gallopers or cyclists 
for the transmission of orders. Nor did the fact that 
a messenger had to be sent a couple of miles to fetch 
the machine guns from an opposite hill influence his 
opinion in the least, though I pointed out that flag-sig- 
nallers, or a heliograph, would have had the machine 
guns where they were required almost before the gal- 
loper could reach them with his message. To-morrow 
morning we start at half-past four, when we hope to 
see an interesting action between Temple and Meseritz. 
Lord Roberts and Mr. Brodrick were interested specta- 
tors of to-day’s operations.” 

Advance sheets, from Berlin, of Joseph Herring’s 
volume entitled, ‘“‘The Battle of Taku,” contain the 
following reference to the part taken in the operations 
in the waters of North China in 1900 by the U.S.S 
Monocacy, then commanded by Commander Frederick 
M. Wise, U.S.N. The author of the work, who was 
a witness of the engagement after which his book is 
named, says: ‘the Monocacy called by the Chinese 
the ‘jinricksha of the sea,’ because she was a side- 
wheeler, was anchored off the railway station at Tong- 
Ku before the bombardment. The last train from 
Tien-Tsin brought hundreds of fugitives, many of whom 
were taken on board the Monocacy, she having received 
orders from Washington not to take part in the fight- 
ing. This displeased the American officers very much. 
When mingling with the officers of other nations on 
the wharf on the Pei-Ho, the Americans expressed dis- 
satisfaction. The foreign officers generally sympathized 
with the feelings of the Americans, who did not want 
to see the fight without taking a hand in it. Captain 
Wise did not share in this public discussion of the 
United States’ action, which was confined to the juniors. 
During the bombardment the Mouocacy was struck by 
two shells from the forts. Captain Wise would have 
liked to go into action then, but could not do so be- 
cause his vessel was crowded with non-combatants.” 
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Additional evidence that Aguinaldo, the former leader 
of the Philippine insurrection, has basely deserted his 
“anti imperialist” brethren in the United States, ap- 
pears in the following letter received a few days ago 
by President Roosevelt: “Sir: I have the honor to pre- 
sent to you an expression of my gratitude for the am- 
nesty which opens the prison doors and lifts the ban of 
banishment from many Filipinos, who have honorably 
struggled for their ‘deal. I trust that such a generous 
and noble course on the part of the nation which you 
represent will be beneficial in uniting in the future the 
friendly relations between Americans and Filipinos, 
and I am assured that with the disinterested and just 
protection of the worthy descendants of the great 
George Washington the aspirations of my country 
will be satisfied, and which, I am sure, will fully 
demonstrate its gratitude for the benefits which are 
being done for us. Very respectfully, Emilio Aguinal- 
do Y Famy.” The fact is that Aquinaldo has found 
that what the “anti imperialists” call tyranny is a 
mighty good thing. It provides him with three square 
meals a day, protects him from enemies who are sworn 
to take his life and guarantees to him and his fellows 
the right to do as they please so long as they please 
to do right. The only thing for the “anti imperialists” 
to do is to sue Aguanaldo for desertion and turn in 
a good big claim for alimony. 





Work on the new barracks at Camp Thomas, Chicka- 
mauga Park, Ga., commenced on Oct. 16. The troopers’ 
quarters are to be fixed up first. According to the new 
plans there is to be built one row of small frame rooms 
adjoining the tents. Heretofore there have been two 
rows of tents together. One of these two rows has al- 
ready been removed, and these rooms are to replace 
them. The rooms will not be more than six feet long, 
but will serve as living rooms. The stoves to be is- 
sued by the quartermaster will be placed in the rooms 
and everything will be arranged for the comfort of the 
men. With the two rows of tents and the small living 
room between, the soldiers ought to be able to stand 
the cold fairly well. In order to build the stables for 
the horses, the stock has been removed to picket lines 
which have been constructed twenty feet south of the 
original ones. The work on the hospital building was 
also started on Oct. 16, and will be pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible. The work on the different build- 
ings will be started when the other work is finished, 
and in a very short time Camp Thomas will present 
an altogether different appearance. Work on the new 
reading room and gymnasium at the post exchange is 
practically completed. The pool and billiard tables 
have already been purchased and books and other read- 
ing matter will be on hand when the club room is 
formally opened. 
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As illustrating the wide scope and varied character 
of the tasks imposed upon the naval establishment by 
the acquisition of the Philippines, it is interesting to 
note the reorganization of the light house service and 
the coast guard service of the Islands under the super- 
vision of Comdr. Adolph Marix, U.S.N. Captain of the 
Port of Manila. For this service Commander Marix 
has acquired twenty-one vessels, most of them specially 
constructed to the needs of cruising in tropical waters, 
and their crews number upwards of 600 men. The 
service is similar to the Revenue Service, though it is 
a branch of the civil government, and is paid for out of 
the insular treasury. The coast line of the Archipelago 
is so vast that, as the commercial development of the 
Islands advances, it will be necessary to provide them 


re-use 
with an elaborate system of modern light houses for 
the protection of navigators. The importance of this 
work is thoroughly appreciated by. Navy officers, ang 
the primary arrangements for its completion have gj. 
ready been effected under the energetic direction of 
Commander Marix. The light house service maintaineg 
in the Philippines by the Spanish Government wag 
ridiculously meagre and behind the times, and the plan 
to replace it with an up-to-date American system js 
absolutely indispensable to the trade interests of the 
Islands. 

Brig. Gen. Funston, U.S.A., commanding the De. 
partment of the Colorado, is justly indignant at the 
resolutions adopted by the Central Prohibition Club of 
Denver, declaring that his support of the Army cap- 
teen is calculated to debauch young men, and he re. 
plies to his traducers in this vigorous fashion: “This 
kind of talk is the kind we expect from street ruffians, 
and I would as soon notice it as the barking of a yel- 
low cur. These people attack me without cause re. 
gardless of the facts and venture to say that while | 
was a brakeman I would not trust my life to a fel- 
low-railroader who had been drinking. I never was ip 
the railroad business as a brakeman, of which, how- 
ever, there would be nothing disgraceful as implied by 
these resolutions. The entire language of the message 
is not befitting decent people, and if they call I shall 
certainly decline to see them.” While this renewal of 
the canteen controversy is somewhat disconcerting, it 
will be conceded that General Funston’s stinging re- 
tort is fully justified. It would be interesting to know 
how many of his caluminators have earned distinction 
equal to his in undertakings requiring stout hearts, 
clear heads and steady nerves. What is to be thought 
of a cause whose advocates regard personal abuse as 
their most powerful argument. 
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Capt. T. B. Lamoreux, U.S.A., quartermaster of the 
transport Sherman, in a communication dated Naga- 
saki, Japan, Sept. 20 last, pays a high tribute to the 
kindness of Japanese medical officers to the sick on the 
transport while in that harbor. The communication 
which was sent to the United States Consul at Naga- 
saki, says: “I have the honor to state that all trans- 
port officials, the cabin passengers and the under- 
signed, wish to express to the Japanese Government 
through you, their thanks and appreciation of the very 
courteous treatment of the Japanese quarantine of- 
ficials during our period of detention in this harbor. 
Their work of disinfection of the ship and passengers 
was most thorough and systematic. I have had daily 
reports from the surgeons on duty with the sick at 
quarantine station and they have stated that no parent 
could do more for a child than the Japanese surgeons 
have done for the enlisted men of the United States 
Army. Very respectfully, T. B. Lamoreux, Captain 
of Artillery, Quartermaster, U.S.A., Transport Quar- 
termaster.”

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By a recent decision of the War Department the 
Philippine Scouts are clearly defined as a part of the 
regular military forces of the United States. The mat- 
ter came up in a case involving the question of whether 
a member of the Scouts could be tried by a court- 
martial composed of officers of the Regular Army, and 
in view of the ruling of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Deming case, that a member vf the Vol- 
unteer forces could not legally be tried by a court- 
martial consisting wholly or in part of officers of the 
Regulars, the affair was referred to the War Depart- 
ment for an opinion. This opinion, defining the Philip- 
pine Scouts a part of the Regular Army, removes all 
doubt as to the status of those troops, and places them 
on a level which they have earned by notably arduous 
and effective service.

Judge Advocate General Lemly’s recommendation 
that naval courts martial be empowered to compel the 
attendance of civilian witnesses and to use depositions 
is based on such sound considerations of right and 
justice that it is well nigh impossible to conceive of 4 
tenable objection to its adoption. If civil courts may 
properly compel the attendance of military witnesses, 
why should military courts be forbidden to compel! the 
attendance of civilian witnesses? The interests of in- 
dividuals as well as the highest requirements of public 
justice would seem to entitle both civil and military 
tribunals to equal privileges in a matter so vita! ‘o 
the righteous enforcement of the law. If naval courts 
martial are worth having, they should have authori'y 
to ascertain the truth of all causes brought before 
them. 
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- The Medical News reports that a French investigator 
has recently come to the conclusion that the brains of 
military men give out most quickly. He states that out 
of every 100,000 military men of the army or navy, 
199 are hopeless lunatics. Of the liberal professions, 
artists are the first to succumb to the brain-strain, 
next the lawyers, followed at some distance by doctors, 
clergy, literary men and civil servants. Striking a? 
average of this group, 177 go mad to each 100,000. 








An unruly Irish soldier called Gen. Anthony Wayne 
“mad” because Wayne had ordered him put in the 
guard-house, and to this brilliant and intrepid soldier 
of the Revolution the ill-fitting title has clung to this 
day. John R. Spears defends Wayne's reputation 
Harper’s Magazine for November, in an article © 
titled, “A Sane View of Anthony Wayne.” 
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As forshadowed in these columns last week the 
Cuban Congress adjourned on Oct. 20 without taking 
action on the proposed treaty between Cuba and the 
United States. The Congress will reassemble on Nov. 3 
and the fate of the treaty, which is still extremely doubt- 
ful, will be determined shortly thereafter. Meanwhile 
there are further reports to the effect that the Cuban 
authorities are firmly opposed to granting a site for a 
U.S. naval station in or near the harbor of Havana. 
The earnestness of this feeling is shown by an incident 
of recent occurrence. When the American military oc- 
cupation of Cuba terminated a quantity of coal, about 
1,500 tons, belonging to the U.S. Navy, was left on a 
wharf at Triscornia, a suburb of Havana. In a little 
while some of the far-sighted Cuban statesmen discov- 
ered that this coal pile was a grave menace to the lib- 
erties of the infant republic, and a request for its im- 
mediate removal was submitted to the Government at 
Washington. This request must have been regarded as 
a joke at the Navy Department, for no attention was 
paid to it and the coal pile continued the menacing act 
at the old stand. Then came the coal strike in the United 
States, and with it the means for affording a certain 
measure Of relief for the supersensitive Cubans. One 
day last week the naval collier Leonidas pulled into Ha- 
vana harbor, tied up at Triscornia wharf, took aboard 
500 tons of that offensive American coal and steamed 
away with it to Port Antonio, Jamaica, where it has 
been stored on British territory, not to menace the 
British Empire, but to supply the emergency needs of the 
North Atlantic Squadron of the United States Navy. 
Consequently that sinister coal pile is 33 1-3 percent. 
less threatening to Cuban institutions than it was a 
fortnight ago, and when the remaining 66 2-3 per cent. is 
removed, as it doubtless will be in the immediate future, 
one of Cuba’s most serious grievances against the United 
States will have vanished. Thus, through the pressure 
of the coal strike, together with the courtesy of the 
British Government in granting teniporary stéragé fot 
our coal itt Jamaica, harmony between the oldest and the 
youngest of American republics is partially restored and 
the bird of freedom is still at large to emit his exultant 
scream as he pleases.

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The Naval Board on Construction has submitted to 
Secretary Moody, in compliance with his request, the 
following recommendation respecting new colistructioii: 
Two battleships, two drmored ¢ruisers dnd two #uili- 
boats. The Botird has also urged Mr. Moody to request 
that there be no change in the policy of granting in- 
crease of the Navy at each session of Congress. The 
Naval committees of the Senate and House recently 
advised Mr. Moody that they proposed to recommend 
the adoption of a policy of authorizing new construction 
once each Congress. These vessels, if authorized, will 
be similar in all réspects to those the constrtiction of 
which is about t0 cOmitierice, The battledhips will have 
i displacement of 16,000 tons trial displacement, a 
speed of 18 knots and a battery, comprising four 12- 
inch, eight 8-inch and twelve 7-inch guns, The armored 
cruisers will displace 14,500 tons, will be of 22 knots 
speed and will have an armament of four 10-inch and 
sixteen 6-inch guns, The guiiboats will be of the 
Marietta type. In framing this recommendation, the 
Board took into consideration, the present needs of the 
Navy and the development of foreign servicés: Get- 
inany’s préseht naval strength was particularly coi- 
sidered. The General Board, at its session of this week, 
give consideration to the shipbuilding policy that should 
be observed by the United States. With the Board of 
Construction, it believes there should be increase of 
the Navy once each session. It is also understood t= 
favor battleship and armored cruiser construction. 








Che general order providitig for the reduction of the 
Army, which has been in course of preparation at the 
War Department the last two weeks, was completed 
Oct, 24, Under the provisions of the order; the Army 
will have a total enlisted stréngth of 59,866 mei. The 
Cavalry is to have a strength of 12,240 enlisted men, 
there being 65 men to each troop. and 28 men to each 
band, The Artillery Corps will have a total of 17,742 
men distributed as follows: Sergeants-major senior

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Whether Admiral Dewey is entitled to bounty money 
on the Spanish warships Don Juan de Asturias, Isla 
de Cuba and Isla de Luzon, all of which were burned 
ud sunk at the close of the battle in Manila Bay, is a 
question which the Department of Justice. has decided 
in the affirmative. The brief prepared by the Depart- 
ment says in part: “At or immediately after the battle 
the vessels were sunk and otherwise destroyed to such 


an extent that the libellant’s naval force was powerless 
to do anything with them of their own resources, and it 
cost very nearly 50 per cent. of their ultimate value to 
raise them and make them what they were before. 
They were officially reported as destroyed, and for 
five months no attempt was made to do anything with 
them. After hostilities ceased the vessels were in- 
spected, aud more than six months after the battle they 
were raised by foreign contractors. These subsequent 
acts, done after hostilities ceased, were not a part of 
the act of capturing these vessels and had no effect 
upon their legal status as ‘sunk or otherwise destroyed,’ 
and the Government admits that, assuming that these 
vessels had their full complement of men on board, 
Admiral Dewey and his naval force, are entitled to re- 
ceive bounty.”

If current reports from Venezuela ate to be credited, 
the revolution in that turbulent country has at last 
reached the danger point, one despatch stating that in 
a severe day fight which began near Victoria on Oct. 
14 more than 3,000 men were killed and wounded. This 
sort of thing is so unusual in the average South Ameri- 
cali revolution that, if true, it gives the Venezuelan 
affair tle flavor of real war. As a rule, the most 
powerful explosive used in these South American con- 
flicts is the fiery rhetoric employed by their leaders, 
the result being that the casualty list is always trivial. 
Castro, the President of Venezuela, has been expend- 
ing a vast amount of that sort of ammunition in the 
present struggle, but it has had such little effect upon 
his adversaries that he appears to have resorted to a 
deadlier animunition. It is to be kept in mind, how- 
ever, that all reports coricétning a South American 
revolution are subject to a considerable discouit. If 
3,000 men were put out of action in the recent fighting 
there must have been an accident of some sort. 











The President has accepted the resignation of Lieut. 
W. H. Buck as an officér in the Navy to take effect Dec. 
31. Lieut. Buck has been detached from the command of 
the Sylph and granted leave of absence until that date. 
Upon leaviig the Navy he will engage in the banking 
business with his brothe? iti Tentiessee, In forwarding 
to the Navy Department the resignation of Lieut. Buck, 
Rear Admiral Terry, commanding the Washington Navy 
Yard, remarks that it is with the greatest regret that he 
approves the resignation of such a capable and efficient 
young officer. Lieut. Buck was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from Mississippi and while a naval cadet was 
noted as ah athlete. During the Spanish War he was 
sent to Europe to observe the movements of the Spanish 
fleet assembled for the alleged purpose of proceeding to 
the Philippines and attacking Admiral Dewey’s squad- 
ton. It was partly through the information received 
from him that the plans of Spain were thwarted after 
the fleet had proceeded as far as Suez. Lieut. Buck 
was advanced six numbers for this service and he is 
also a medal of honor man.

The additional examination for candidates desiring ad- 
mission as midshipmen in the Naval Academy wil be held 
in Washington, D.C., on Nov. 12. The present fourth 
class at the Academy has 147 members, when under the 
law it has an authorized strength of 227. The eighty 
vacancies will probably be filled at the next examination, 
but it has not yet been decided whether or not those who 
enter as a result of this examination will be allowed to 
become a part of the present fourth class. It has been 
suggested that they be entered this year and carried along 
with the class, but held back next year and made part of 
the fourth class which will enter Oct. 1, 1903.

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COURAGE AT BAYAN. 


We have received a copy of the admirable sermon on 
“Courage,” preached by Chaplain George D. Rice, 27th 
Infantry, to the troops of the Lake Lanao expedition, 
Mindanao, P.I., on the Sunday following the battle of 
Bayan, May 2, 1902. It was reported by James Allen, 
war correspondent, and published in the Manila Free- 
dam, June 27, 1902, and now appears in a neat pamph- 
let. As an illustration of true courage which is “not 
the absence of fear, but the conquest of it,’ Chaplain 
ltice thus describes the battle of Bayan: 

“I recollect when ‘E’ company came to re-enforee. I 
turned and watched these men in skirmish line com- 
ing through the tall grass under heavy fire from the 
fort. ‘They knew they .were coming into the thickest of 
the fire, but the interval in that line was correct, every 
piece right, no shouting or noise of any sort. Simply 
a perfect line of determined men coming up to take part. 

“Tis more than courage, I thought. It is order, It 
is discipline and coolness.’ And the wounded! Such 
courage! One man struck in the leg. We would help 
him to the rear; but no, he could crawl and refused 
help. Another hit in the right arm, and he laughed, 
Then the bullet struck his left arm and he only smiled 
and said, “They did not treat me like this in the 
Panay campaign.” 

“Lieutenant Wagner was shot in the stomach and 
leg, and said to me, ‘My only regret is to leave the 
fort with my work unfinished.’ I saw one soldier whom 
1 supposed dead. I pulled a shelter half over him; 
just then a soldier came running by. An officer 
shouted, ‘Where are you going? 

“*‘My ammunition is all gone,’ replied the man. I 
saw the shelter half move. In a moment my supposed 
dead man was sitting upright. He removed his_ belt 
containing « few cartridges and gave it to the soldier. 

wish I could remember this man, but there were 
twen'y or thirty dead and wounded near there, and 
the wounded were doing brave and unexpected things 
like this all the time. 

“Brave Vicars fell, mortally wounded, leading ‘F’ 
Company. Lieutenant Jossman had hardly time to 
assume command when he, too, was shot, leaving ‘F’ 
Company without an officer, yet this finely disciplined 
company held its line perfectly. A bullet struck 
Captain Moore in the head, and as he rolled into one 
of the diches he was heard to say, ‘Do not retreat.’ 
I saw a wounded soldier making a noble effort to get 
out of the line of fire. Who would help him? ‘I am 
going to help that man if I die for it,’ I heard some- 
one say, as the mau repeatedly to tered and fell, with 
a terrible wound in his side. I looked, and in a mo- 
ment brave Lieutenant Bickham, tall and strong, was 
facing the numerous shot and shell to save his man, 
and he succeeded. A bullet passed through Major 
Scott’s hat, grazed his head, and brought the major 
to his knees, but this officer remained on the line. 

“During that awful fight I saw officers and men 
leave their positions in front of those terrible port 
holes for two reasons only—either because wounded 
or to get more ammunition. 

“There were hundreds of instances of heroism oe- 
curring about that fort. When Lieutenant Fulmer 
called for volunteers to scale the walls, dozens of men 
responded. Lieutenants Hawkins and Wilson _ per- 
formed noble service, and were a credit to themselves 
and their regiment. Battalion Adjutant Drum, with 
his face smeared with powder and the dust of battle. 
way as cool as he was courageous. Captains Philipps. 
Rogers, Lyons and Hutton were with their respective 
commands, encouraging their men and doing excellenz 
service, 

“It was surely a high order of courage that caused 
Sergeant Graves to swing himself over the outer 
stockade of Binidiang when the fanatic Moro and his 
knife conld be seen above. It was courage of the most 
godly type that took Corporal McGovern down into 
the trenches to prop up the heads of wounded men and 
give them water, while fighting, biting, dying Mores 
occupied the same trenches. It was kingly courage 
vn the part of Corporal Keeler, who, when sho! in the 
leg, refused help, and said to me, ‘I can get to the rear 
alone, sir; help some one else.’ It was courage of the 
Christian soldier that inspired Sergeant Major . Ingold 
and Sergeant McCarty, both wounded, to speak words 
of hope to their comrades. 

“The courage displayed by the Moros was very dif- 
ferent. The Moros were caught in a trap. They 
knew it, and they fought the desperate fight of their 
lives. You can drive a mouse into a corner like this, 
and he, too, will turn. Bravery through necessity is 
not the true courage which comes of Christ. 

“Officers and soldiers of the 27th Infantry, I con- 
gratulate you to-day. You have been tested and shown 
what you can do. You deserve credit for what you 
did, and it is my earnest desire that the credit be 
equally divided. When you write home to your people 
and tell them of the gallant victory of the 27th Regi- 
ment, I want you to remember to speak of others 
whose presence and deeds rendered it possible for you 
to accomplish what vou did. L wan* you te remember 
the officers and enlisted men of the 25th Battery. 
After the work of the battery was done. the members 
of the battery came to the front with litters made of 
rifles, bamboo poles, ponchos and shelter-halves, with 
which they picked up many wounded and took them 
to the surgeon. These men came to the lines in squads, 
each with litters, asking for wounded men, and severa! 
wounded men owe their lives to these brave battery- 
men. They would go anywhere to get a wounded 
man, They faced the thickest of the fire. A wounded 
man was pointed out in a bunch of grass, and the 
bullets struck there so fast that one could see the 
grass cut off. But, these artillerymen went there, and 
in a few moments had the man safe in a litter. And 
all night these noble fellows kept up the work. They 
took wounded from the jungles, the trenches and the 
open and carried them to a place of safety. Let us 
never forget the work of the officers and men of the 
25th Battery. 

“Captain MeNair and Lieutenants Clark, Saunders 
and Deems of this battery are worthy of our prais: 
and thanks. Major Porter, surgeon, tried to get on 
the line to treat a wounded man when a shot struck 
him and brave Porter had to be taken to the rear. Just 
behind him I saw Hosnrital Corpsman Johnson also 
trying to reach a wounded man, when- Johnson fell 
into one of the terrible dark and deep pitfalls of the 
enemy, but got out later and did good work with the 
wounded. Young Dr. Allen deserves credit for dress- 
ing numberless wounds of officers and men in the 
trenches close to the fort and under fire that day. 
Doctors LeCompte and Grabenstatter worked like 
heroes. Major Anderson, chief surgeon of the expedi- 
tion, made every preparation possible for the care of 
the wounded officers and enlisted men. The entire 
medical corns remained up all night attending to the 
wounded. They deserve great credit for their work 


on that rainy, chilly and dark night, under the fire 
of the enemy. 2 

“And do not forget the men of the pack train. Do 
you know that these men brought a pack train of am- 
munition to you over the slippery, dangerous mountain 
trail that night? 

“Captains Shuttleworth and Andrus, Lieutenants 
Peck and Fries and their packers worked hard for 
you. They toiled constantly until they had every 
wounded officer and man supplied with tentage, cots, 
blankets and clean clothes. ikewise, kindly remem- 
ber of the engineers and the Signal Corps men. Their 
work in this expedition will never be forgotten. Our 
commanding otticer, Colonel Baldwin, never rested a 
moment that night. He was up and planning for the 
morrow and for you. General Davis and his orderly, 
and a small menage rode many miles that night to the 
next camp below to arrange for more troops to come 
up.” 


In closing his report of the sermon, Mr. Allen says: 
“Thus spoke Chaplain Rice, equally dividing the credit 
of the victory, and praising all for their part taken 
in the battle. But in all his words there is one thing 
he failed to do, which is characteristic of this noble 
man. He failed to mention his own gallant services, 
of which too much praise cannot be given. Almost 
from the beginning of hostilities he was on the firing 
line, and up near the fort, speaking words of cheer 
and comfort to the men in the trencnes, and ‘God bless 
the Chaplain,’ are the words of every man of the Lake 
Lanao expedition.”

CONDITIONS AT THE PRESIDIO. 

Chaplain Oliver C. Miller, Art. Corps, post chaplain 
of the Presidio, has come to the defense of the men 
stationed there in a letter which was published in the 
San Francisco Evening Post on Sept. 19, two days 
after the riot which resulted in the demolition of several 
suloons at the gate of the reservation, Chaplain Miller 
says in part: “Because an army has some rough men, 
it is by no means fair to class them all as a set of 
rough, unruly men. As long as we have a score or 
ore groggeries on the border of the reservation, we are 
bound to have disorder. It is like a chronic case of 
blood poison in the body, you may heal it over for a 
time, but it is sure to break out again. These saloon 
men in various ways rob our soldiers and then throw 
them out on the street. This angers the men and 
drives them to that lawlessness which must always be 
deplored. 

“I have preached for years in the city and never 
found as large numbers attending worship or such de- 
voted worshippers as are to be found in the Army and 
that right here at the Presidio. The number of soldiers 
attending divine service at any given time at the places 
of worship in the garrison and the city churches, is 
double that gathered from the same number of people 
in the city. Another thing, we are not idlers at the 
Presidio—there can scarcely be found business men and 
laborers, that work harder than our officers and men. 
Meetings are held every night in the week, in the 
gxospel tent located just between the saloons and the 
camp, and there are more souls converted there in a 
month than at any church in the city. Does all this war- 
rant the conclusion that our soldiers are a set of roughs? 

“But for the saloons at the gate of the reservation, 
that part of the city would be soon built up and oc- 
eupied by the best class of citizens. The officers’ fami- 
lies would be glad to occupy these buildings, and many 
re‘ired officers would make their homes within the 
sound of the trumpet. If the saloons could be removed, 
property in that neighborhood would advance in value 
and he improved. Riots would cease; soldier and 
civilian would live in happtness and peace. The re- 
ligious work of the post is now thoroughly systematized 
under the supervision of the writer, and being done in 
complete harmony by Chaplain S. J. Smith, 19 Infan- 
try, Chaplain Joseph I.. Hunter, 7th Infantry and Sec- 
retaries Nicholls and Gloeckner of the Post Y.M.C.A.”

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CAPTAIN ALEXANDER R. PIPER. 

The New York papers continue to take a lively in- 
terest in Capt. Alexander R. Piper, U.S.A., retired, 
who as Second Deputy Commissioner of Police of that 
city is infusing unwonted discipline and vitality into 
its police methods. Describing his career, the New 
York World of Oct. 19 says that he belongs to the 
fourth generation of Vipers who have served under 
the flag of the coun‘ry with distinction and honor. He 
was born at Fort Wadsworth, S.I.. on March 1, 1864, 
the son of Capt. James W. Piper, Adiutant of the 5th 
Art. His father came from Harrisburg, Pa., his 
mother’s family from his birthplace. His father died 
when young Piper was a boy and he was brought up 
by his unele, Col. Alexander Piper, U.S.A., retired, who 
was suffiocated in the Park Avenue Hotel fire last 
winter. 

Like his predecessors in the familv, he en‘ered West 
Point when he was 21. He was graduated in 1889 and 
appointed second lieutenant in the 8th Infantry at Fort 
Robinson, Neb. The next year he came back to “the 
—_ married Miss Marie 8S. Cozzens, of High- 
ane Pais, 

The bride was the daughter of Sylvanus T. Cozzens, 
proprietor of Cozzen’s Hotel, and a granddaughter of 
William B. Cozzens, founder of the famous military 
hostelry. She was a_ niece of Colonel Piper. The 
environment of the Military Academy has been that 
of the Piper family for generations back. Colonel Piper 
was commandant at Fort Hamilton and his nephew’s 
youth was spent there, his boyhood at Fort Wadsworth, 
and now, a retired Army officer himself, he lives at 
KNighty-fifth street and Third avenue, Brooklyn, within 
sound of the bugles at the old fort. His intimate 
friends are in the Army. Almost his entire life has 
heen spent within sound of the drum and bugle. He 
has been taught to command men and learned to obey 
his superiors unquestioningly. It is not surprising that 
he comments on a lack of discipline in the police force 
of New York. 

He saw his first active service in the field in 1890, 
when he commanded Company C, 8th Infantry, under 
General Miles, at the outbreak of the Sioux campaign. 
On his application, he was transferred to the 2d In- 
fantry in 1891, and the next year was ordered to 
Gordon Institute at Barnesville, Ga., where he served 
four years as Professor of Military Science and Tactics. 
Captain Piper lost his right arm in a hunting accident 
while a 1st lieutenant of the 15th Infantry at Fort 
tavard, in 1897. He slipped and fell, and the hammers 
of a heavy dueking gun which he was carrying struck 
a rock and discharged both barrels into his arm. When 
the war with Snain broke out, he was at Fort Apache, 
and his regiment was slated for garrison duty. Ho 
sneceeded in securing a commission as Captain and 
Commissary of Volunteers, May 14, 1898, serving with 
the 2d Brigade, 1st Division, 1st Army Corps, at 








Chick: Park. Later, he went to Porto Rico, 
serving as ong Commissary and later as Chief Com- 
missary for the southern half of the island until Jay. 
31, 1899, when to be

Captain Piper was appointed Superintendent of Fina] 
Disposition of the New York Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment in April, 1902, after engaging in business for 
several years. Major John McGaw bury, head 
of that department, who also served with Captain Piper 
in Porto Rico, is quoted by the World as saying of 
him: “He is tireless. I have seen him on a galloping 
horse, with the reins in his teeth, reach down in his 
pocket with that left arm of his, produce paper and 

neil, write an order on the pote of his saddle, 

and it to an orderly at his side, and repeat the per- 

formance again and again. I have seen him keep that 
up for a day. I tell you, Piper is the salt of the earth. 
It’s awfully easy to run a department when you haye 
that sort of men with you.” 

The Captain belongs to the Sons of the Revolution, 
and wears their button in his coat. He is a member 
of the American Society of Civil Kugineers. These 
are the only organizations he belongs to. He is not 
sensitive to newspaper criticism or cartoons. Some 
of the recent cartoons of himself, it is said, have amused 
his little girls more than their toys and dolls.

ARMY ATHLETICS. 


The increased interest in athletics, resulting in part, 
from the detail of an officer at each post to promote 
the interest of athletics among both officers and men, 
has led to the establishment of a formal league among 
the harbor Army posts in the harbor of New York and 
the vicinity of the city. ‘This is to be known as the 
“The New York Harbor Army Athletic League.” The 
league was organized on Oct. 4, at the Army and Navy 
Club, New York City, at a meeting of most of the 
officers in charge of athletics at Governor’s Island, 
Forts Totten, Schuyler, Hamilton, Slocum, Hancock 
and Wadsworth, the posts which are to unite to form 
the league. Lieut. enry H. Scott, Art, Corps, in 
charge of athletics at Fort Hamilton, was elected 
president and secretary of the league. To secure the 
co-operation of Army officers who were unable to at- 
tend this first meeting, a letter was sent to the officer 
in charge of athletics at each post mentioned announc- 
ing the formation of the league, its purposes-—‘‘to ini- 
tiate, encourage and foster athletics in all posts and 
between all posts which are members of the league”— 
extending a cordial invitation to each post to join the 
league, and to express its intention to do so in writing 
at an early date, so that a schedule of football games 
can be prepared and printed. Hach post was requested 
also to state the colors it had adopted for its football 
team and for other athletics. A meeting for the settle- 
ment of further details was held Oct. 15. and the 
league is now well started on its career, to rean the 
benefit and pleasure to be derived from a systematic or- 
ganization for the promotion of athletics. ; 

Its management is to be in the hands of a president 
and board of directors, the latter to consist of the duly 
detailed officers in charge of athletics at each post, 
each to hold the office until relieved, when the newly 
detailed officer shall become a director; or until for 
any reason the post withdraws from the league. The 
president and secretary, in one, is selected by the board 
from among its members, and holds office as long as 
the board directs. He is empowered to call meetings 
of the board whenever he judges it to be necessary, ani 
is to keep a record of its proceedings. All meetings are 
to be held at the Army and Navy Club. 

The following is an outline of rules adopted by the 
league, which are to govern in all match _ football 
games played between teams of the league: The foot- 
ball season shall commence Oct. 22, 1902, and end Dec. 
15, 18 Players will be confined to bona fide enlisted 
men of the ts in the league. The games shall be 
played according to Spau:ung’s Official Guide for 1902, 
as edited by Walter Camp, and published by the 
American Sports Publishing Company. Each team 
shall have distinctive colors to be worn by members, to 
facilitate refereeing games. Each team shall furnish 
one officer who will serve as umpire and referee, ex- 
changing positions at each half; and one linesman will 
be designated by the officers in charge of each team. 
All postponements of scheduled games, unless by mutual 
consent, shall be referred to the board of directors 
through the president, before the decision of forfeiture 
can be given. Each team shall pay its own travel ex- 
penses. Each post shall pay into the league $5 to de- 
fray possible expenses in its maintenance. 

A suitable trophy shall be procured at a cost not 
to exceed $50, each post to pay its pro rata in its 
purchase. This trophy to be presented to the team 
winning the most games. m

On its 23d anniver- 
asry, the Indian school at Carlisle has claim to the 
distinguished consideration of all whose prejudices 
have not blinded the mto the possibilities of education 
and discipline.”

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ANNIVERSARY OF THE AZTEC CLUB. 


The annual meeting of the Aztec Club, of 1847, com- 
memorating the 55th anniversary of the institution of the 
club by the officers of Gen. Wiafield Scott’s Army of 
Occupation in the City of Mexico, Oct. 13, 1847, was held 
at the University Club, New York City, on Monday, Oct.

At this, the 
iny season of the year, access to these outposts is 
rather a difficult matter, The easiest manner in which 
reach Bacoor and those stations lying to the north 
the direction of Manila is by banco across Bacoor 
ty, a distance of seven miles, but this mode of travel- 
* is not practicable as a means of reaching the other 
ree stations lying to the south of Cavite, which, 
owing to the impassible roads, are only approachable 
on horseback. These six outposts, which constitute 
« 1st Battalion of the Ist Regiment are manned by 
“50 marines under command of Major Lincoln Kar- 
iny, With headquarters at Bacoor, At each of the 
her five stations a junior officer is in charge.

GENERAL LONGSTREET ON GETTYSBURG. 


In our issue of Oct. 4, 1902, we published the com- 
plimentary letter recently addressed to Major Gen. 
Daniel E. Sickles, U.S.A., retired by Gen. James Long- 
street, late of the Confederate Service, concerning the 
batile of Gettysburg. We are favored with a copy 
of the following letter, which indicates that Genera] 
Longstreet has somewhat modified the opinion he held 
some years ago. Mr. Miller, to whom the letter is aq- 
dressed, was, during the Civil War, an officer on the 
staff of Major Gen. W. S. Hancock. 

Gettysburg, Pa., July 11, 1893. 
Dear Mr. Miller: - : 

As to the remark of General Longstreet on occasion 
of his visit here on the twenty-third anniversary of the 
battle, regarding the position of General Sickles. I re- 
member his language to be about as follows: “The line 
of General Sickles was, in military language, built in 
the air. No such formation as his right angle at the 
Peach Orchard is allowable except where one of the 
lines is protected by some defense, natural or artificial, 
as his was not. ay fire enfiladed both his lines, en- 
abling me to crush his angle in a haif hour, as I felt 
confident, when I saw it, I should do. Had it not 
been for your timely and powerful reinforcements, | 
should have captured Round Top, as I was near doing 
and should have done, had I had five minutes earlier 
assailed jt. That the position of Sickles was unmilitary 
is proven by the fact that he soon :ost his line. and 
would have lost the battle had not your right been 
maneuvered to his rescue. Had Ewell advanced to 
the attack in his front as he was expected to do at the 
signal of my guns, and so prevented the support of 
Sickles, we would have beaten you, and beaten you 


badly. But so it was: The God of Heaven decided 
the battle against us. He poured confusion wpon our 
counsels, and defeat upon our armies. What He does 


is right, and so, I am content. I am pleased that the 
matter turned out as it has.” 

This is the substance and very near the exact words 
of General Longstreet, as he spoke to me personally in 
my parlor. I think he would acknowledge as his own, 
al have said. He said much more, which it might 
be interesting to report, but this I give as answering 
your reques'. Hope to see you soon again at our 
house. Very truly yours,

Major W. D. W. Miller, to whom the above letter 
was written by Mr. Schwartz, who is a professor in 
the Gettysburg College (or Seminary), sent a copy of 
his letter to General Longstreet, who replied as follows: 

“Washington, D.C., March 18, 1897. 
“W. D. W. Miller, esy., New York: 

“Dear Sir: Your favor o: the 2d instant forwarded 
has reached me here. The statement of Professor 
Schwartz is substantially correct, but to be well under- 
stood should be amplified somewhat, and taken in con- 
nection with the full accounts. I haven’t the distance, 
by measurement, of General Richardson’s point, from 
the Napoleon guns; but as I remember, he was in 
easy range. I understand, too. that another battery 
claimed to have a share in the taking of General 
Richardson at Sharpsburg. 

“The opinion expressed that a few minutes earlier 
and we would have had Round Top, was only an opin- 
ion, upon which many may differ. Satisfactory judg- 
ment can only be reached by comparing accounts of all 
with the records as made at the time. Of post-bellum 
accounts, we should not give great reliance. Every 
one who writes from memory gives account different 
from the actual accounts as they were recorded at 
the time.

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SUBSISTENCE OF THE ARMY. 


According to the annual report of Com. Gen. John 
I’. Weston, $13,022,750 was appropriated for the sub- 
sistence of the Army for the fiscal year, ending June 
30, 1902. From the sale of subsistence stores, $3,184, 
(40.12 was received during the year. 

A statement of the value of subsistence supplies is 
sued to various classes of Filipinos by Col. Charles A. 
Woodruff, A.C.G., as chief commissary, division of the 
Philippines, shows the following items: To convicts, 
$18,297.26; civil scouts, $4,124.56; native scouts, $52,- 
283.52; destitutes, $4,278.94; civil employees, $2,660.83. 
Subsistence stores to the value of $11,632.85 were is- 
sued to the Navy; and $90,242.55 to the marines. To 
civil empoyees, $324,370.67 were issued; other miscel- 
janeous issues amounted to $195,211.81; $3,184,640.12 
was received from the sales, including sales to Army 
oilicers, $777,260.38; to enlisted men, companies, etc., 
$1,645,670.90; meals on transports, $221,061.15; Navy, 
$13,064.83; to native Filipinos, $128,625.67. There was 
«a loss of $309,483.77 or $340,759.23 worth of stores 
-ondemned and sold, though the stores sold in Cuba 
brought 50 per cent of their cost, sold at auction. 
General Weston gives an account of the measures 
taken by the Subsistence Department for the relief of 
the sufferers from the volcanic eruption of Mont Pelée, 
which we noted at the time. 

“Creat credit is due Major Baldwin,” General Wes- 
tou says, “for the very satisfactory manner in which he 
has discharged the ardous and exacting duty of pur- 
chasing Commissary at San Francisco during the year, 
while his management of the transport service has 
heen all that could be desired.” As a result of his 
tour of inspection in the Philippines in 1901. General 
Weston notes that his recommendations then made, 
have been largely carried out. Better, but not sufficient 
storage facilities are now available, labor has been 
saved, expenses curtailed, the stores returned to the 
United States have nearly all been disposed of by 
issue and sales, and efforts are still proceeding along 
the general lines of consolidation and retrenchment in- 
dicated. 

‘The most vital questions which concern the Subsist- 
ence Department, and now engaging its attention, are 
idequate transportation facilities to insure speedy de- 
livery of perishable and essential articles, cold storage, 
ice for issue and for the preservation of meat, butter, 
lard, and other delicate and perishable stores, and the 
supply of fresh meat and fresh vegetables, and their 
prompt and satisfactory distribution.” 

The utmost care has been exercised to supply the 
hest quality of stores for issues and sales, and_ the 
chief commissary of the Division of the Philippines, 
Colonel Woodruff says on the subject: “The ration has 
viven excellent satisfaction to the troops. The native 
scouts, ete, prefer the components of our ration to 
their ordinary vice and fish diet.” 

In the Philippines at one time, as many as 300 dif- 
ferent articles of stores for sales was authorized and 
supplied, but the number is now limited to about 150. 
During the year the sales throughout the archipelago 
reached the grand total of $2,022,122.09. The general 
depot of supply is at Manila and under the charge of 
Major Barrington K. West. A loss of only $627.35 
was ineurred in unloading $1.906,902.25 worth of cargo, 
transporting two miles in cascoes, and placing in store- 
houses, which is most creditable to the depot commis- 
<ury, the officer in charge of water transportation, and 
those connected with their offices. Tremendous respon- 
sibilities have devolved upon Major West, which he 
has been equal to in every way. He has carefully 
suarded the public interests, systematized the work, 
reduced expenses, and labored incessantly. Col. J. P. 
Sanger, inspector general of the Philippines, in his_re- 
port of an inspection of the depot, stated: ‘Major West 
is an excellent officer in every respect and a model 
commissary, and the condition of the depot reflects 
vreat eredit on him and his assistants.” | 
The supply of enormous quantities of rice to concen- 
tration camps in the Philippines involved a large amount 

gratuitous labor by the Subsistence Department. The 
stores here sold to the middle class at cost and to the 
wealthy at a profit which permitted a gratuitous issue 

, the poor without taxing the treasury. Colonel Wood- 
ruff is quoted as saying of the camps: “I inspected sev- 

al where there was peace, plenty, comfort and appar- 
ently happiness, and am satisfied that, while they were 
originally intended for protection to the natives and as 
sistanee to the military authorities, they really became 
to the natives of the country camps in instruction and 
saniation, and the poorer neople were better off in every 
way than ever hefore.” ep 

The total for losses of stores in the Philippines from 
various causes was $354,214.41, or about 4 per cent of 
the amount handled. General Weston gives a_ roster 
’ the officers on duty in his department in the islands 
during the year, and says: “All the officers mentioned 

the foregoing lists have rendered efficient and meri- 
rious service, and Col. Charles A. Woodruff, the chief 
mmissary of the division, deserves special mention. 
lis administration has been characterized by rare judg 
ment and energy, zeal for the public service, and inde- 

fatiguable labor. Whatever he has done has been _ad- 

wirably eonceived and successfully carried out, and he 

las added to his already enviable record by his splendid 
rvice in the Philippines.”

COURT-MARTIAL OF AN OFFICER. 
G. O. 2, D. EAST, NEW YORK, OCT. 19, 1902. 

1. Before a general court-martial which convened at 
Plattsburg Barracks, New Task, puawenes to 8.O., Sept. 
27, 1902, of which Col. Charles F. Robe, 9th Inf., was 
president, and Capt. Alfred M, munter, A.C., judge ad- 
vocate, was arraigned and tried: 

Capt. James A. Lynch, 28th U.S. Inf. 

Charge and additional charge.—‘‘Conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman, in violation of the 61st Article 
of War.” 

2, VYhere are altogether twelve specifications under the 

first charge and one under the aditional charge. They al- 
lege the failure to pay the accounts of seven local trades 
men, amounting in all to $294.55 in dnsregard of his word 
and his honor. Also of making false statements con- 
cerning their payment. “This to the scandal and dis- 
grace of military service.’’ The court found that the ac- 
counts were settled Oct. 4, 1902, a week after the court- 
martial was ordered. and in their findings eliminated 
from the specification all charges of dishonorable cen- 
duct and the words “he has, in disregard of his word so 
pledged and his honor failed and neglected to do so. 
This to the scandal and disgrace of the military ser- 
vice.” The specification under the additional charge 
alleged that the accused had sent from his station in the 
Philippines this statement concerning one of his «ac- 
counts. 
““This account has been s«ttle@ some time ago by my 
agent in the U.S.’ which statement and representation 
were, at the time they were written and forwarded by 
the said Captain Lynch, wholly false and misleading; 
the said account not having been paid or settled by the 
agent in the United States of the said Captain Lynch. 
This to the scandal and disgrace of the military ser- 
vice.”’ 

The accused pleaded guilty to all of the specifications 
except as to so much of them as alleged that the facts 
admitted constituted dishonorable conduct. The court 
found hi: guilty of all specifications, but only so far as 
the statements of facts were concerned, but not guilty 
ef disgraceful or dishonorable conduct. The plea to the 
charges was “not guilty.” The findings and sentence 

vere as follows: 
wor the charge.—“‘Not guilty,” but “Guilty of conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and military discipline, 
in violation of the 62d Article of War.’ of the additional 
charge.--“Not guilty,” but “Guilty of Conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline, in viola- 
tion of the 624 Article of War.’ The court does there- 
fore sentence him, the said Capt. James A. Lynch, 2th 
Regiment United States Infantry, “To be reduced in 
his grade ten files, so that his name shall appear on the 
Army Register next below that of Capt. P. L. Miles, 
i4th Inf.” The sentence is approved and will be duly 


executed.

Rear Admiral Silas Casey, U.S.N., commanding the 
naval forces in isthmian waters, in a report to the 
Navy Department, notes a characteristic instance of 
American aleriness and self restraint as follows: “On 


Sept, 24, Ist Lieut. Benjamin F. Rittenhouse, U.S.M.C., 
commanding train guard detachments of twenty-five 
men from Company D, guarding a passenger train run- 
ning between Panama and Colon, reported as follows: 
‘At a station called Empire, on the line, insurgent troops 


numbering between 200 and 300, rushed the train and 
endeavored to take a colonel of the Colombian Army 
from it. The attempt was unsuccessful, the insurgents 


stampeding as soon as the Colt’s gun was trained on 
them, with the exception of one of the insurgents, who 
attempted to rush past the train guard, and was 
knocked down and off the train.’ This officer and his 
men were equal to the emergency and behaved with 
coolness and deliberation under the circumstances, 
where they might well have opened fire and caused the 
loss of a number of lives. Since that occasion, the in- 


surgents, although occasionally in sight of the train, 





have never attempted to molest them in any way.” 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

In the case of Paymaster Henry A. Dent, of the 
Navy, the Comptroller of the Treasury has held that a 
provision in an act of Congress for reimbursing officers 
of the Army for deductions made from their accounts 
by accounting officers because of failure to procure 
transportation requests when traveling over Government 
aided or agreement railroads, is not extended to Navy 
officers by Section 13 of the Navy personnel act. 

Comdr. Dennis W. Mullan of the Navy has appealed 
from the action of the Auditor for the Navy Depart- 
ment disallowing his claim for difference between shore 
duty pay and waiting orders pay from June 12 to July 
7, 1897, while under arrest and attending trial before a 
court-martial, which sentenced him to be dismissed. The 
sentence was mitigated by the President to reduction in 
rank and pay. The Auditor disallowed Commander 
Mallan’s claim upon the following decision of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury: “An officer of the Navy who is 
placed under arrest to be tried by court-martial is, if 
found guilty entitled only to waiting orders pay while 
under arrest and until restored to duty including the 
time spent at the trial and in traveling to and from the 
place of trial.’””, The Comptroller is now asked to reverse 
this former decision, which, after careful consideration, 
he refuses to do. 

The Comptroller holds that seamen on a naval collier 
are not entitled to salvage for rescuing from another 
Government vessel property of this councry of a charac- 
ter they were engaged to ship. Also it is held that sea- 
men on a naval collier of this country discharged at a 
foreign port by the termination of their shipping agree- 
ments, and paid one month’s extra wages, are not entit- 
led to reimbursement for expense of returning to the 
United Ftates.

TRIAL OF THE DESTROYER STRWART. 


The torpedo boat destroyer Stewart left the yards of 
her builders, The Gas Engine and Power Co., Morris 
Heights, N.Y., on Monday, Oct. 20, for Newport, R.I. 

Wendesday, Oct. 22, was the day set for the trial, and 
she started out at 12 M. The maximum speed was 30.56, 
on the double run against tide 29.7, endurance trial] 29.3. 
The required speed was 26 knots; this she exceeded. 

The trial was very successful, considering that the ves- 
sel was not let out to her full power. No water was used 
in the engine room on the bearing, which is usually 
sprinkled with a hose in tests of this kind. There 
were no mishaps of any kind, and the Boaid were highly 
pleased with the trip. Mr. Seabury, of the Gas Engine 
and Power Co., conducted the Stewart personally dur- 
ing the trial, and the company certainly deserve great 
credit. Usually these boats have been given three or 
four trials, but this is the first trial for the Stewart 
and she can easily be called the best of her class. 

The steam pressure at the boilers was 265; at the 
throttle was 250; vacuum, 2714 inches; first receiver, 
80; second receiver, 16; average pressure, 6 inches; 
average revolution both engines, 3.30; pitch of screws, 
10 feet 814 inches. After speed and endurance trial 
the Board tested steering, and backed the vessel at 15 
knot speed. No weakness was discovered.

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CARIBBEAN NAVAL MANEUVDERS. 


The Navy Department has practically completed its 
plans for the maneuvers to take place early this winter 
in the Caribbean Sea in the waters adjacent to the island 
of Culebra near Porto Rico. The many problems to be 
worked out by the combined North Atlantic, South At- 
lantic and European squadrons will, it is believed by 
naval officers, be of the greatest benefit to this country 
in case of war resulting from a departure by any Hu- 
ropean country of the principles of the Monroe Doctrine, 
and that we must either abandon that doctrine or fight to 
maintain it sooner or later seems certain. The primacy 
purpose of the maneuvers is to determine the strategic 
importance of Culebra Island, which it is the intention 
of this country strongly to fortify. The torpedo boat 
flotilla has already left for the scene of operations and by 
the first of November the larger ships will be moving 
southward to take their stations preparatory to the be- 
ginning of the war game. The first problem to be worked 
out, as a part of the general scheme of the maneuvers, is 
the carrying and convoying of coal in colliers from Nor- 
folk to Culebra Island. On Nov. 1, the colliers Leoni- 
das, Lebamom, and Brutus with six coal barges. will sail 
from Norfolk for Culebra under convoy of the gunboats 
Bancroft and Detroit. Within a week’s time the Olympia, 
Rear Admiral Coghlan’s flag ship, will sail from New 
York for San Juan and Culebra. Somewhere off the coast 
the Olympia, representing a powerful ship of an enemy, 
will make an atttack upon the coal fleet, which will be 
defended by the Bancroft and Detroit. 

When the Olympia arrives at Culebra Rear Admiral 
Coghlan has been instructed by the Navy Department to 
prepare anchorages and landing places for the use of the 
ships and the marines to take part in the maneuvers. 
Heavy mooring buoys, mooring tackle, and pilotage buoys 
with lumber and tents for the quarters ashore to be oc- 
cupied by the marines will be taken to Culebra on the 
colliers. It is the intention to use the tugs and yachts 
Wasp, Fortune, Leyden and other small craft of this 
description as picket boats during tthe maneuvers. 

The naval maneuvers proper will begin with a search 
problem of the same nature, but on a much larger scale, 
as that worked out last summer when Commander Pills- 
bury attempted to elude the vessels of the North At- 
lantic Squadron guarding all approaches to the New Eng- 
land coast within certain defined limits. The Navy De- 
partment has issued orders directing that the European 
and South Atlantic Squadrons rendezvous in the Gulf of 
Para, near Port of Spain, Trinidad, about Nov. 25. Rear 
Admiral Sumner, who is senior to Rear Admiral Crown- 
inshield, will command the combined fleets and will direct 
that an attack will be made upon Culebra Island with 
a view to establishing a base either there or in Porto Rico. 
The North Atlantic Squadron, under the command of 
tear Admiral Francis J. Higginson, will act on the de- 
fensive as the fleet of this country. The offensive fleets, 
under Admiral Sumner, are ordered to leave the Gulf of 
lara about Dec. 5. The exact and final details of this 
important search problem have not yet been definitely 
decided upon, but will soon be completed by the General 
oard and forwarded to Admirals Higginson and Sumner. 
he former officer has been in Washington this week in 
consultation with the General Board on the subject. 

The search problem will last until about Dec. 10, after 
which all the vessels participating will be assembled at 
Culebra under the direct command of Admiral Dewey. 
‘Target practice for individual vessels and fleet maneuvers 
will them be earried on. On the whole the maneuvers 
bid fair to be of more technical and general interest than 
those of last summer in Long Island Sound. 

Lieut. Comdr. Charles H. Harlow, U.S.N., was 
among the guests at the 104th anniversary banquet 
of “The Tigers,” Battery K, 1st Regiment of 
Massachusetts Militia, held at Boston on Oct. 19. 
Iie spoke on the importance of combined Army and 
other things, said: 


Navy maneuvers, and among 
“Our new attitude toward our Navy has resulted 
in the Naval Academy, the war maneuvers, and the 


War College at Newport, R.I.; and of the importance 
of the work of the War College very few persons have 
a» idea. ‘The maneuvers have this particular value, 
lat the portfolios of the War College would be perhaps 

no value unless the officers of the Navy had had 
chanee to study and try out the campaigns prepared 
- the futwre-in the portfolios; these portfolios contain 
ins, stggestions and campaigns which have been 
vepared to meet any emergency which would occur 
time of war. I think the maneuvers of the past 
mmer should result in greater knowledge and interest 
naval affairs by all our citizens; they then will be 
vady to accept, without cavil, operations of the Navy 
which they could not otherwise understand on account 

the use of technical terms. One of the things we 
learned during the maneuvers was the importance of 
tting cables, something hitherto little considered 
en there was discipline for the crews when they 
ere called out at any hour to ‘man ship.’ The use 
searchlights in relation to the Army, the planting 
id avoiding of mines was also brought generally to 
erybody’s attention. People who acted in ignorance 
t the time of the Spanish War, becoming frightened 
without cause and bothering the Navy Department 
hy useless complaints, will comprehend better in the 
future the real relation of things if they study the 
annual maneuvers. It is, indeed, a duty to study 
them. You should remember that these maneuvers 
ire worked out by able men who give to them patient 
attention and the wisdom of experiefice, knowing that 
their work may be of great serviee to their country in

some time of danger. To this country at the time of 
the Civil War, came Destiny, a growing child; and 
it would be as ridiculous for a father to try to stop 
the growth of his boy, as it would be for this country 
now to attempt to thwart a natural, inevitable expansion 
of our trade and international intercourse.

Gen. William H. Carter, acting Adjutant General 
of the Army, returned to Washington this week from 
a trip to the General Service and Staff College at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., and the maneuvers at Fort Riley. 
Upon his return to the War Department, General Car- 
ter made public a statement relative to the maneuvers 
at Fort Riley in which he said: “The entire scheme 
of maneuvers contemplated in the instruction in field 
operations, involving work from that of the simplest out- 
post to patrol duty, up to and including the battle 
maneuvers of a division. The opportunities afforded 
for combined operation of the various arms exceeded 
those of any encampment since the close of the Civil 
War. During the recent war with Spain, the volunteers 
were assembled in large camps, but for want of pre- 
liminary training, it was not practicable to get the 
class of instruction which obtained during these recent 
maneuvers. Owing to the widely separated posts with 
comparatively small garrisons, the Regular Army has 
had little opportunity in the past to work together. The 
Regular Army at the present time, however, is particu- 
larly fortunate in having a very large proportion of 
its officers experienced in minor warfare to an unusual 
degree. The general consensus of opinion resulting 
from the recent maneuvers is that no effort should be 
made in this country to simulate the maneuvers of 
large bodies of troops such as prevails in Germany, 
France and Russia. These latter maneuvers are real 
schools of instruction for generals and higher staff offi- 
cers. In the United States the urgent need is for in- 
struction of the smaller units from the squad to the 
brigade in the operations of war and camp sanitation. 
In regard to this latter, notwithstanding the unfavor- 
able weather which prevailed during much of the period 
covered by the maneuvers, it was remarked that the 
percentage of the sick was exceedingly small, in fact 
below the average which might ordinarily be expected 
in garrison. The great expense attendant upon the 
transportation of National Guard troops from a distance 
prevented a large attendance from the different States. 
The general opinion, however, appeared to be favorable 
to such maneuvers.” 


_ 
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King Oscar of Sweden and Norway has acted so fre- 
quently and with such uniform ability and fairness as 
an arbitrator of international controversies that his de- 
cision in favor of Germany in the Samoan affair will 
attract world wide interest. He holds that the action 
of the United States and Great Britain in landing a 
joint military force at Apia on April 1, 1899, for the 
double purpose of suppressing an insurrection against 
the recognized government and enforcing a decree of the 
Samoan Supreme Court, was an unjustifiable proceed- 
ing, and that consequently the United States and Great 
Britain are liable for the damages sustained by foreign 
subjects in the hostilities that followed. The U.S.S. 
Philadelphia, Rear Admiral Albert Kautz commanding, 
landed a force at Apia after that port had been bom- 
barded, and this force, in co-operation with a landing 
party from a British warship, had a fiezce encounter 
with native rebels, in which Lieut. Philip V. Lansdale, 
U.S.N., Naval Cadet John R. Monaghan, U.S.N., and 
two enlisted men, and Lieutenant Freeman of the Brit- 
ish Navy, and two British sailors were killed. Germany 
charged that this proceeding was in violation of the 
Samoan agreement of 1889, and, as a result of an in- 
vestigation, the triparte government of Samoa was dis- 
solved, and the islands were partitioned between the 
United States and Germany, Great Britain withdrawing 
altogether. Germany thereupon piecsented claims for 
damages resulting to foreign subjects at Apia in conse- 
quence of the joint bombardment of that port by the 
United States and Great Britain, and with the consent 
of all three governments the matter was submitted to 
King Oscar for arbitration. The text of this decision 
in favor of Germany has not yet been disclosed. The 
claims presented amount to a total of about $450,000, 
but these have yet to be proved before a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, 
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The War Department has received reports from the 
examining boards which recently examined civilians for 
commissions for second lieutenants in the Army, which 
reports show that a large number of the candidates were 
found disqualified for commissions in the Army, which 
shows that the greatest care is being exercised in the 
selection of civilians to fill the vacancies in the grade of 
second lieutenant. The following were found qualified

The Ordnance Department of the Army has ‘been 
directed by the Secretary of War immediately to manu- 
facture at the Watervliet arsenal, fifty of the new field 
guns decided upon by the Board of Ordnance and For- 
tifications at its recent meeting. As we stated, Oct. 18, 
the field gun adopted for the Army will have most of 
the features of the gun submitted at the tests by Cap- 
tain Wheeler of the Ordnance Department, combined 
with some of the parts of the breech mechanism of the 
Erdhardt gun. Within a few days, an additional order 
for one hundred more of these guns will be given by 
the War Department, as it is proposed that by spring, 
all of the field artillery shall be equipped with the 
new ordnance. General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, 
says that the field gun adopted for the Army will be 
by all odds, superior to any field gun now in use by 
any nation of the world. 











The Peary Arctic Club have decided to arrange a 
dinner in the near future, in honor of Civil Engineer 
R. E. Peary, U.S.N. The date of the dinner depends 
upon Commander Peary’s recovery from his surgieal 
operation the other day at Philadelphia. Invitations 
will be sent to Sir Clements R. Markham, president 
of the Royal Geographical Society of London; Dr. 
Frithiof Nansen, Prince Luigi, Duke d’Abruzzi, Alfred 
C. Harmsworth, of the London “Daily Mail,” patron 
of the Jackson-Harmsworth expedition, and an honor- 
ary member of the club; James Gordon Bennett, 
patron of the Jeannette expedition of 1876, and 
to eminent American scientists and explorers. It is the 
purpose of the club to make the occasion memorable, 
from a scientific and personal point of view.

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Arguments were made in the Supreme Court this 
week on appeal from the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia, on the libel of Admiral Dewey and other 
officers of the Navy, claiming condemnation of prop- 
erty captured at the battle of Manila Bay, May 1, 
1898. The libellant avers that the lower court erred 
in the following particulars: (1) In holding that the prop- 
erty captured by the fleet under Admiral Dewey's 
@he libellant) command, situated ashore at the naval 
station at Cavite, is not lawful prize of war, subject 
to condemmation and distribution to the captors. (2) 
In holding that the cargo boats and wrecking boats cap- 
tured from subjects of Spain are not lawful prize of 
war, subject to condemnation and distribution to the 
captors.

The President has returned to Secretary Moody the 
papers in the case of Paym. John C. Sullivan of the 
Navy, who found, upon examination for promotion to 
be professionally, morally, mentally and physically dis- 
quaified for promotion. The President took no action 
in the case, but returned it to the Secretary of the Navy, 
with the request that he make a definite recommenda- 
tion as to what action should be taken, It is probably 
that Mr. Sullivan will be placed on the retired list of 
the Navy and not wholly retired, athough the case has 
not yet been definitely settled bv the secretary. It is held 
that the board, by finding Paymaster Sullivan. mentally 
disqualified, suggested that he was not accountable 
for his alleged moral and professional disqualifications, 
and precluded the whole retirement of the officer. 


-_ 
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Notwithstanding the great need of officers of the 
Navy at this time, the Bureau of Navigation continues 
to receive applications for retirement from officers who 
desire to leave the Service under the provisions of the 
personnel act. Other officers are being ordered up for 
retirement because of disability. The Navy Depart- 
ment has ordered Capt. Fernando P. Gilmore before a 
retiring board, and applications for retirememt have been 
received from Capts. Washburn Maynard, Franklin 
Hanford and Wells L. Field, and Comdr. Gottfried 
Blocklinger. It is also understood that there is a possi- 
bility of other officers asking for retirement under the 
provisions of the personnel law, among whom is, Capt. 
Charles R, Roelker. None of these applications has 
yet been acted upon by the Secretary of the Navy. 
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Capt. Bowman H. McCalia, J.8.N., now on leave, 
has been selected for assignment as commandant of the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, to succeed Rear Admiral Mer- 
rill Miller, who will be relieved in December. This is 
an unsuual honor to confer on an officer below flag rank. 
Captain McOalla served in Cuban waters as commander 
of the Dateien’ Caving the nish war and saw fur- 
ther service in the Philippines during the period of hos- 
tilities there while in command of the Newark. He com- 
manded the first division of American bluejackets and ma- 
rines sent to relieve Pekin and was twice wounded in 
that comgaign. His latest duty was the command of 
the flagship Kearsarge. 


The adjutant general's office is paring the annual 
social eee officers and their families ceslding in Wash- 
ington. The list will include also the names and ad- 
dresses of widows of deceased officers and those of 
the wives’ officers whose husbands are serving in 
insular possessions. The adjutant general's office will 
be glad to receive the names and addresses of those 
who desire to be included in the list. 
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REPORT OF PAYMASTER GENERAL, U.S.A. 


Rear Admiral Albert S. Kenny, in his annual re- 
port as Paymaster General of the Navy, tells the same 
disquieting story that comes from Secretary Moody 
himself and from the heads of other bureaus of the 
Navy Department—the story of an increasing shortage 
of officers and consequent embarrassment to the Ser- 
vice. “Through the constantly growing demands of 
the Service,” says Admiral Kenny, “there is an increas- 
ing strain upon the number allowed to the corps by law. 
Serious embarrassment is felt in finding pay officers 
for ships in commission and for duty at various 
naval stations. At this time of writing, of the 137 
allowed by law, 73 are on sea duty; 56 are on shore 
duty, settling accounts or changing stations; 4 are un- 
available for duty through sickness or other cogent 
reasons, and there are four vacancies. At this time 
there is not an officer off duty and available for a sud- 
den call, such as may happen at. any time through an 
unexpected casualty. There are at least thirty ships 
which within three months will need pay officers, 
either as reliefs or by reason of new commissioning. 
No ships are expected to go out of commission within 
that time. The condition here pointed out can have 
but one remedy, an increase of the corps.” 

The fiscal transactions covered in Admiral Kenny’s 
report may be summarized as follows: Amount drawn 


from Treasury, $66,893,983.08; paid on construction 
of new ships, $14,392,921.77; repairs, $5,802,101.66; 


maintaining ships in commission, $14,335,870.62; Marine 
Corps, $2,393,830.17; Light House Establishment, $82,- 
11.10; Fish Commission, $70,830.02; arming and equip- 
ping naval militia, $110,574.19; deposits of seamen re- 
ceived, $385,059.60 ; repair of same, $328,426.40; amount 
to the credit of said fund on June 30, 1902, $601,886.16 ; 
interest paid, at 4 per cent., $18,875.55. 

In recommending an appropriation of $500,000 for the 
Naval Supply Fund, Admiral Kenny points out that 
the work accomplished by means of this fund during 
the year under review was greater than that in any 
year preceding. The fund on June 30, 1902, amounted 
to $2,700,000, which is allotted to the several stations 
in sums proportioned to their relative importance, rang- 
ing from $864,000 for New York to $10,000 for Pensa- 
cola. The number of different items of supplies carried 
in stock at New York, as shown by the stock accounts, 
is over 7,500. The needs of a navy yard for purposes 
of coustruction of al! kinds—ships’ repairs, manu- 
facture of equipage, new buildings, etc.,—are ever in- 
creasing in quantity and variety; and, notwithstanding 
the earnest efforts of those concerned with administer- 
ing the fund, it has proved impossible with the sum 
authorized by law to main‘ain stock in satisfactory 
variety and quantity. It it pointed out that the de- 
sired addition of $500,000 to the fund can be made 
without swelling the year’s appropriations by authoriz- 
ing the transfer of that sum to the fund from the un- 
expended balance of the appropriation “Provisions, 
Navy, 1902.” That appropriation has now to its credit 
in the Treasury about $550,000, this surplus above the 
year’s needs having arisen through a_ shortage in the 
enlistments authorized by law and through a gain due 
to the difference between the actual cost of the ration 
and its commutation value as fixed by law and used 
as the basis of the estimates. 

The total value of garments, ete., made in the cloth- 
ing factory during the fiscal year 1902 was $360,942,- 
05-—the largest output in its history. With the present 
plant about 40,000 garments can be turned over for 
issue. This quantity can be increased to 60,000 wy 
adding more cutting machines, baling presses, etc., with 
an enlarged force, Stores for the increased Navy ration 
prescribed by the appropriation for the fiscal year 1903 
are now being distributed, and in a short time the en- 
tire enlisted force of the Navy will be subsisted in 
necordance with the new law. An enlargement of the 
storage plants at the navy yards, Boston, Washington, 
Norfolk, Mare Island, and Puget Sound is imperative. 

Admiral Kenny states that since the introduction 
of the penalty clause in contracts supplies have been 
delivered more promptly and the interests of the Gov- 
ernment have unquestionably been better served than 
before. Believing that when the Government enters 
the field of trade it should accommodate itself to busi- 
ness luws and trade usages, he recommends that Sec- 
tion 3,648 Revised Statutes, prohibiting advances of 
public money, be amended so as to read: ‘‘No advance 
of public money shall be made in any case whatever, 
except when required by commercial usage to secure 
performance, certificate to that effect to accompany 
vouchers rendered to the accounting officers of the Treas- 
ury. And in all cases of contracts for the perform- 
ance of any service, or the delivery of articles of any 
description, for the yse of the United States, payment 
shall not exceed the value of the service rendered or 
of the articles delivered previously to such payment.” 
It is also recommended that Section 3,709, Revised Stat- 
utes, requiring that all purchases and contracts for sup- 
plies for the Government shall be made by advertis- 
ing, be amended by adding the following: “Provided, 
That if the delay incident to advertising would be de- 
trimental to the interests of the public service, pur- 
chasers may be made after public competition in the 
open market, in the discretion of the proper adminis- 
trative or executive officers, when in their opinion, 
considering the cost of advertising and the conditions 
existing at the time, equally or more advantageous 
terms can be secured thereby than by public adver- 
tisement in the newspapers, or when the amounts in- 
volved are small, and proprietary articles which, by 
their nature, are barred from general competition, shall 
not be subject to advertisement.”” It is also recom- 
mended that the Act of Jan. 27, 1881, prescribing that 
all advertising required by existing laws to be done in 
the District of Columbia shall be given to one daily 
and one weekly newspaper of each of the two principal 
political parties, and to one daily and one wee ly 
neutral newspaper, be repealed ‘“‘for the reason that 
newspapers described are not necessarily published in 
the District, and that if published there is no certainty 
that all of the six are of the kind that circulates in the 
business world, or outside of the city of Washington. 
It is believed that the general statute governing ad- 
ver‘ising (sec. 3,828, R.S.) is sufficient for, and should 
apply to, the District of Columbia.” : 

Admiral Kenny recommends that the following mea- 
sures, all of which bear the approval of the Navy De- 
partment and are now on the Senate calendar, be 
urged for enactment at the ensuing session of Con- 


gress: S. 1105, to fix the compensation of pay clerks: 
S. 1107, limiting the liability of sureties on bonds of 
officers of the Navy; S. 1110, authorizing an inspector 


of accounts; S. 1111, amending section 3719, Revised 
Statutes, relative to guarantees on proposals for naval 
supplies. 


THE NAVY’S LEGAL DEPARTMENT. 


Judge Advocate Gen. Samuel C. Lemly of the Navy, 
in his annual report for 1902, notes a material increase 
of 12.2 per cent in the regular business of his office, 
exclusive of summary court-martial cases, over that 
of last year, which showed an enlargement of -+ per 
cent as compared with the year previous thereto, due to 
the augmentation of the personnel of the Navy and 
the Marine Corps. The court-martial records of the 
past ten fiscal years, are as follows, the number of 
general cour's-martial being given first, followed by 
the number of summary courts-martial: 1893, 122, 727; 
1894, 121, 717; 1895, 122, 968; 1896, 133, 659; 1897, 
191, 903; 1898, 239, 825: 1899, 216, 1,815; 1900, 302, 
1,462; 1901, 559, 2,246; 1902, 660, 2,582. Y 

Under the terms of article 38 of the Articles for 
the Government of the Navy, general courts-martial 
may be convened only by the President, the Secretary 
of the Navy, or the commander in chief of a fleet or 
squadron, Consequently, it is incompetent for the 
Department to authorize officers of the Navy at naval 
shore stations in the island possessions of the United 
States to convene general courts-martial. This inability, 
as the Judge Advocate General states, gives rise to 
great inconvenience and ‘hinders the adminstration 
of justice by necessitating at times long delay in the 
organization of such courts, while awaiting the uncer- 
tain arrival of a commander in chief of a fleet or 
squadron or the transmission of papers through the 
mails. 

The Navy Department having concluded that the 
Boston Navy Yard is not the best place for a_ prison, 
work. on the further alteration of the prison building 
has been abandoned, and it is understood that the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks will esiimate for a prison 
to be located on Seavey Island, Me., a part of the 
Portsmouth Navy Yard reservauon. The prison at 
the Boston Navy Yard is as it stands, however, a 
most creditable institution, and, as was ascertained 
upon the annual visit of inspection, is in an admirably 
well-disciplined and hygienic condition. 

The prison at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., 
now has _ 38 cells, with an unfinished extension upon 
which work is suspended for lack of funds, that will, 
when completed, give 14 additional cells. This is the 
only prison on the Pacific coast for the confinement 
of court-martial prisoners, and is, with its limited 
capacity, inadequaie for the purpose. The Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts has been directed to supply for 
the use of prisoners a suitable uniform which will dis- 
tinguish them from the navy yard workmen and prevent 
their wearing the uniform of the Navy or Marine 
Corps while imprisoned, but will not be of so conspicuous 
a character as to degrade these men, who, it will 
be remembered, are, as a rule, not criminals, but 
military offenders only, those of the former class being 
generally sent to State prisons, either at Wethersfield, 
Conn., or San Quentin, Cal, 

The system of probation adopted by the Department 
having now been in operation during the entire fiscal 
year, the following results are reported: On _ pro- 
bation July 1, 1901, 20; put on probation during the 
year, 32; uncondiiionally restored to duty, 17: deserted, 
4; required to serve seutence, 5; discharged as unde- 
sirable, 3; given “ordinary discharge,” 1; discharged as 
provided by sentence on account of expiration of en- 
listment, 1; discharged as provided by sentence on 
account of petty offenses, 1; on probation June 30, 
1902, 20. 

It is found that this system is generally beneficial 
to those who come under its influence, and it is aisu 
believed to be valuable to the service. Those on pro- 





bation are constantly under observation, without the 
intervention of probation officers as in the States 
where this practice is followed; their services are 


not lost to the Government, and they are given an 
opporiunity to redeem themselves, It is suggested that 
the commander in chief of the Asiatic station be 


advised to adopt the practice, as far as practicable, 
with men under his control convicted of military 
offienses and confined therefore in the naval prison 


at Cavite. 

The total amount estimated as required for the ex- 
penses of the Judge Advocate General’s office for the 
year ending June 30, 1904, is $14,920, as against 
$14,860 appropriated for the current year, ending June 
30, 1903.

IN FAVOR OF CANAL 

Major Thomas W. Symons, Corps of Engineers, 
U.S.A., has an interesting article in the New York 
Journal of Commerce, of Oct. 11, giving his reasons 
as to why New York should modernize the Erie canal. 
Major Symons forcibly argues that trade will follow 
the cheapest routes, all things considered, and New 
York by not furnishing the cheapest route for business 
of the West and Northwest, has lost immensely in her 
business, relatively to other ports. He points out that 
the only way that New York can get this cheaper 
transportation is by establishing a highway on which 
business can be done at a lower cost than by any 
existing route to rival ports, and one independent of 
railroads and railroad combinations. The only highway 
he says which will fulfill the requisite conditions is a 
large barge canal with all modern and up-to-date im- 
provements.” In conclusion, Major Symons says: 
“It is impossible to state the value of the benefits in 
figures to offset the cost of the canal. It is a matter 
far too broad in its scope to be stated, aud the profits 
all worked out with the exactitude of an ordinary 
business prospectus. It may be stated broadly that in 
every way it will be of benefit to the State and in no 
way will be a detriment. 

“New York should build the proposed 1,000-ton barge 
canal because she is abundantly able to do so. New 
York is an enormously rich state, and she ean build 
the canal without the slightest financial strain, in fact, 
almost without feeling it. So rich is she that in all 
probability no direct taxes for State purposes will ever 
again be levied, and her revenues will be sutticient for 
all ordinary purposes and as well sufficient to carry 
on all needed works of public improvement, of which 
the canal improvement easily stands first in importance. 

“It was a financial strain on New York to build the 
Erie canal over three-fourths of a century ago. When 
we compare her condition then and now, and consider 
her wealth, population, credit and business interests, 
the present proposed expenditure compared with the 
former is relatively a bagatelle. 

“To summarize again the reasons why New York 
should build the 1,000-ton barge canal she should do 
it because 

“(1) Nature has given her the location and op 

“(2) Because it will greatly benefit her; and, 

“(3) Because she is able to do it.”

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REAR ADMIRAL MELVILLE’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


One of the most important features of the annual report 
of Rear Admiral George W. Melville, Chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering of the Navy Department, is his 
urgent renewal of the plea for the establishing of an en- 
gineering experimental station at the Naval Academy. 
The need of this establishment is recognized by the Bu- 
reau of Navigation; it was heartily approved by Mr. 
Long, who preceded Mr. Moody as Secretary of the Navy; 
it was endorsed by the Naval Committees of both branches 
ef Congress at the last session, and ithe measure to au- 
thorize it failed only because it was stricken from the 
appropriation bill through a misunderstanding among 
the conferrees as to the purpose and need of such a labor- 
atory in a modern navy. The failure of this measure 
was a great disappointment to American shipbuilding 
interests. ‘The general purpose of tke proposed experi- 
mental station is to secure uniformity and excellence of 
materials, to guard against deterioration, to enforce defi- 
nite standards of excellence in manipulation, and in this 
way to secure and maintain efficiency in the naval ser- 
vice. 

Another reason for conducting experimental work at 
the Naval Academy rest in the tact that such a station 
can be utilized for the instruction of the midshipmen. 
The future estimate that will be placed upon engineering 
in the Navy will be determined by the prestige and influ- 
ence that it will have at the Naval Academy which should 
be primarily an engineering school, and this should be 
evident from the extent and installation of the buildings, 
as well as by the character of the instruction ‘ripartéd. 
hy detailing one of the former engineer officers as director 
of the institution the best results will surely be obtained. 
Congress, during its last session, appropriated $20,000 
for the sole purpose of making tests with liquid fuel. This 
sum is one-sixth of the amount estimated as necessary for 
the equipment of the whole experiment station herein 
recommended. It may be incidentally stated that the 
manufacturers of marine boilers in the United States 
during the past year probably expended a quarter of a 
million dollars in original experiment to determine the 
best means of baffling gases, insuring good circulation, 
and increasing the efficiency and endurance of their steam 
The naval engineering laboratory and ex- 


genevators. 

periment station would test all appliances relating to 
naval purposes at slight cost to the inventor. The per- 
sons submitting appliances for tests would be assured that 
the absolute results of all tests and experiments would 
be furnished them and that a just and impartial profes- 
sional report would be submitted. Given such an institu- 
tion and its facilities, the inventive genius and profes- 
sional aspirations of officers and men of the naval ser- 


viee would be encouraged and expanded. Under existing 
conditions the zealous and studious officer is often dis- 
couraged and repressed because there are neither facili- 
ties nor funds to test the merits of the plans and inven- 
tious submitted by him. 

istimating that it costs the Government at least $12,- 
(0) to send forth a graduate from the Naval Academy, 
Admiral Melville holds that an officer su highly trained 
should not be denied the privilege of exercising his in- 
ventive talent for the benefit of the service at large. The 
proposed experimental station would enable him to do 
this, besides which it would encourage hundreds of other 
inventors to direct their attention to neval requirements. 
The Admiral insists that the Navy is behind the times in 
original work and research, and inasmuch as nearly all 
leading universities, corporations and manufacturing con- 
erns find it imperative to do more or less experimenta- 
tion. he holds that the Government is certainly remiss if 
it ils to carry on tests whose accruing results are 
likely to lead to increased naval efficiency. 

Some of the more important problems in solving which 
the Navy should lead, and in which Admiral Melville 
the proposed experimental station would en- 
able it to lead, are as follows: (a) The best means of 
utilizing liquid fuel for naval and maritime pur- 
poses. (b) The value of the steam turbine for naval 
purposes. (c) The best form and size for propellers ; 
their loeation with reference to the keel and sternpost ;

the character and area of the blades. (d) The value of 
electricity as a prime mover for naval purposes. (e) 
The corrosion of boiler and condenser tubes. (f) The 
best form and type of water-tube boilers for naval pur- 
poses. (g) The possible advantages resulting from more 
extensive use of compressed air as a motor. (h) The 
halaneing of marine engines. (i) The development of 
the storage battery for marine purposes. (k) The per- 
fection of a more reliable and eflicient gas engine. (1) 
Extended investigation as to the best forms of steam, 


hydraulie, and pneumatic joints. 

“As the laboratory contemplated is to be an engineer- 
ing one,” says Admiral Melville, “the electrical and 
ordnance experts ought to reap as much benefit from its 
establishment as the mechanical and marine engineer. 
In my belief, the failure to establish such a station is 
simply to lag behind in the race for naval efficiency and 
supremacy.” 


LIQUID FUEL FOR THE NAVY. 


Another subject to which Admiral Melville devotes a 
srent deal of discussion is that of liquid fuel for naval 
purposes. For more than 40 years various naval powers 
attempted to use petroleum under the boilers of 
their warships, and these attempts have generally failed 

J, as it is here pointed out, largely because too much 
effort has been made to burn oil in the same manner as 
C0 It is now realized that the oil should be atomized 
(it impossible to completely gasify it) before ignition, 
and that the length of the furnace, the volume of the com- 
bus'ion chamber, and the calorimetric area are factors 
which must be considered, In fact, it is highly probable 
‘hat it may be found advisable to design a special boiler 
for burning oil. The problem of using liquid fuel for 
navel purposes is quite distinct from the problem of its 
se in the mercantile marine, although the conditions on 
Passenger and freight ships approximate very closely in 
some respeets to service requirements. For ships of war 

problem can therefore be solved only by the Depart- 
ment making its own tests and experiments. There are 
m burners which can atomize the oil quite satisfac- 
tovily, and, as constant and progressive improvement is 
being made in this direction, the engineering and mechan- 
a! problem is nearing its solution. The heating of the 

!. as well as the heating of the air required for com- 
h m, must be well provided for, and extended ex- 
reriments should be made to determine the simplest and 
th» cheapest methods of attaining these objects. The 
necessity for heating the air requisite for combustion 

ld be impressed upon all contemplating the use of 

d fuel as a combustible. It would be best to force 
the passage of this air over heated surfaces, but as this 
might involve considerable expenditure for installation, 
it is possible that simpler means might be effectual. 


The Bureau hopes before these experiments are con- 
cluded to make a special series of tests showing the 
evaporative efficiency secured when admitting the air to 
the furnace at different degrees of temperature. 

The experiments with fuel oil which have been con- 
ducted under Admiral Melville’s supervision have been 
exceptionally comprehensive and thorough, and while 
the Liquid Fuel Board has already secured much valu- 
able information, it is certain that a great service will 
be rendered the engineering interests of the country if 
further experiments can be conducted under the auspices 
of disinterested officials of the Navy, who, by reason of 


their training and experience, should be particularly’ 


qualified to carry on such tests. The engineering or 
mechanical features of the problem will undoubtedly be 
solved in a degree materially satisfactory to maritime 
und manufacturing interests, if not to naval experts, by 
further experimental work of the character that has 
been performed. 

Among the facts already fairly well demonstrated are 
these: That except where unusual conditions prevail 
oil for marine purposes will cost more than coal, and 
that transportation fer oil is more costly, although this 
incongruity cannot continue much longer; that since it 
will cequire progressive development to perfect the trans- 
portation and the storage of oil, and as the world’s 
supply is still an unknown quantity, it will be some time 
hefore there may be « reserve supply of oil at the prin- 
cipal seaports; ‘Lat while the engineer may be most 
interested in the mechenical features and the ship owners 
in the commercial espect, the constructor will meet with 
difficulties in solving the structural problem relating to 
the installation of oil fuel on board ship; that as the 
great bulk of oil in a warship would have to be kept in 
her double bottems, and as the petroleum vapors are 
quite heavy, it may be a difficult matter to free these 
compartment of explosive gases, especially when the 
compartments are partly empty. Ly reason of the 
great number of electrical appliances in use on board 
the war ship, thousands of sparks are likely to be caused, 
any one of which might cause an explosion and set the 
oil fuel on fire. Our limited experience with submarine 
boats may give us an object lesson as to the liability of 
hydrocarbon gases to explode. In view of the more 
difficult conditions under which the oil will have to be 
carried in the naval service, the structural features are 
certain to kave an important bearing upon the question 
as to whetber or not an oj! installation is possible in 
large ships of war. 

The Bureau is net inclined to be pessimistic in regard 
to the successful solution of the problem. It believes 
that it is expedient to frankly state the difficulties that 
are jikely to be eacountered, so that every means can be 
considered for cvercoming them. ; 

The Bureau has no hesitation, however, in declaring 
that in view of tne results already secured by the liquid- 
fuel board an installation should be effected without 
delay on at least a third of the torpedo boats and de- 
stroyers. The data which have been secured by the 
liquid-fuel board will be exceedingly appreciated in mar- 
itime and industrial circles. A close analysis of these 
data will show how complete it is and how carefully it 
has been collected. The tests that have been conducted 
have been of such a diversified nature, and so many 
deductions can be made, that other experimenters will 
now be enabled to ascertain in what direction research 
should be carried on to secure further definite informa- 
tion. The completeness and character of the experimen- 
tal plant has probably never been surpassed, and it is 
due to this fact that the data collected will command 
at®ention in the engineering world. While the informa- 
tion secured may not hasten the introduction of oil as 
a fuel in armored cruisers and battle ships, it will ma- 
terially increase oil-fuel installation in ships of the 
merchant marine and in shore establishments. The 
discussion of the liquid fuel question is supplemented 
with a report of the voyage of the S.S. Mariposa from 
San Francisco to Tahiti and return, during which 
petroleum was used exclusively as fuel, the report hav- 
ing been prepared by Lieut. Ward P. Winchell, U.S.N., 
who was on board the Mariposa. The substance of 
Lieutenant Winchell’s report has already been pub- 
lished in these columns. Admiral Melville’s report also 
incicvdes that of the Liquid Fuel Board. 


OPERATION OF THE PERSONNEL LAW. 

While Admiral Melville is convinced that if the Navy 
Personnel Law is enforced with a desire to make it 
a success, it will give us the most efficient navy in the 
world, he admits that the experience of three and a half 
years with that measure has been far from satisfactory. 
Fifty per cent of the line officers on the active list are 
yet to be convinced of the utility of amalgamating the 
duties of the deck and engineer officers, while it is the 
exception to find retired officers who have any sympathy 
with the scheme or who do not predict an inefficient 
naval service as the result of the experiment. There 
is a general feeling among engineers, says Admiral Mel- 
ville, that the spirit and purpose of the Personnel Law 
are not being carried out. He points out that of the 
1.425 commissioned officers and midshipmen, 78 in ac- 
cordance with law are doing engineering duty only. 
Possibly 70 other junior officers of the line are giving 
all or half of their time to the performance of engin- 
eering work. Not over one-eighth of the officers below 
the rank of commander are thus doing engineering work. 
One would have to possess strong imaginative powers 
to believe that either the present or future engineering 
efficiency of the Navy is being looked out for under such 
circumstances. While there are 145 warrant machinists 
for duty in the engine room, there are 286 other war- 
rant officers for deck duty. The Admiral makes the 
following recommendations with a view to “increasing 
the engineering influence, efficiency and duties of the 
commissioned personnel:” 

First. The establishment at the Naval Academy of 
an engineering experimental laboratory. Second. The 
establishment at the Naval Academy of a postgraduate 
course in engineering. Third. The detail of a junior 
officer of the line as an understudy and assistant to 
every officer on shore doing engineering duty only. 
Fourth. That the junior officers of the line, by specific 
orders of the Department in connection with the war- 
rant machinists, be placed in charge of the machinery 
of all torpedo boats and destroyers, auxiliary vessels 
and yachts, gunboats and small cruisers, as well as 
monitors and nondescript vessels. Fifth. A general or- 
der should be issued of such emphatic nature that the 
junior. officers of the line would thoroughly appreciate 
the fact that promotion would be denied those officers 
who had not performed duty in the engine room, or who 
had not sought work of this character. Sixth. That a 
law be enacted empowering the Secretary of the Navy 
to permit graduates of the technological colleges to com- 
pete for acting commissions in the service. Seventh. 
That one hundred more warrant machinists be ap- 
pointed. Eighth. That the system of instructing ma- 
chinists second class, now in operation at the New York 
Navy Yard, be extended so that this training might be 
given at every leading naval station. Ninth. That in 


iew of the fact that the water-tube boiler must soon 
of necessity be the principal type in the naval service, 
that the status and pay of the -water tenders be in- 
creased to a degree commensurate with the importance 
and nature of their duties. Tenth-. That the title of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering be changed to that of 
the Bureau of Engineering, and that there be placed 
under its cognizance all machinery which is distinctive- 
ly engineering in character, other than that of ordnance. 

Admiral Melville argues at great length in support of 
these recommendations, and his general plea will be 
a subject of discussion in future issues of the ARMY 
AND NAVy JOURNAL. 

In Admiral Melville's opinion, the operation of the 
personnel law of 1899 has made a post graduate course 
in engineering at the Naval Academy absolutely essen- 
tial to naval efficiency. The matter, he adds, has been 
discussed by naval officers, and he has heard of no open 
opposition to the proposed course. The academic board 
of the Naval Academy has recommended such a post- 
graduate course, and has suggested that as many junior 
officers as are available should be detailed for such in- 
struction. “Engineering experience and learning,” says 
Admiral Melville, “can only be acquired by keeping t 
junior officers in the engine room for continuous periods, 
+o that they can be compelled to fit themselves for the 
engineering duties of the futare. * * The pro- 
pesed sysiem of postgraduate instruction is not a wide 
departure from existing usage. It is in existence in all 
technological schools and colleges. The Naval War 
College is a splendid development of the idea. The 
Army has found it necessary to establish infantry, cav- 
alry, artillery, and engineer postgraduate schools, where 
officers can secure advanced instruction that the curri- 
culum of West Point could not afford. The great in- 
dustries of the country send employees abroad and ap- 
propriate special funds in order to qualify experts along 
particular limes.” 


OTHER SUBJECTS DISCUSSED. 

Admiral Melville discusses the subject of water tube 
boilers at great length, remarking to begin with that 
“the prescnt problem of the modern battle ship is not 
that of the gun and its mount, but the boiler and its in- 
stallation.” The experience of our Navy with the boil- 
ers of the torpedo boats snd torpedo-boat destroyers 
ought io afford some startling evidence as to the manner 
in which incompetent or untrained men can impair or 
ilestroy the efficiency of these steam generators. The 
fact thai the boilers are the lungs. of a vessel is not 
sufficiently appreciated, and to illustrate the too com- 
mon ignorance on this point the Admiral cites the case 
of a naval officer of bigh rank who not many years ago 
spoke of the boilers as “the steam tanks in the bottom 
of the ship,” it being probably his impression that these 
tanks could be tapped like a gasometer, and it was the 
feult of the fireman if the boiler output was not suffi- 
cient at all times, 

So much importance does Admiral Melville attach to 
this question that he contends that the experience of the 
coming five years with the ships nearing completion 
will conclusively show that in coming naval conflicts the 
question of victory may be quite as much dependent upon 
the battle of the boilers as the contest between the guns. 
With a view to obtaining a satisfactory type of boiler 
for battleships and armored cruisers, the Bureau has 
invited competition among designers, and the Oil City 
Boiler Works was encouraged to build a marine boiler 
of the Hohenstein type and turn it over to the Bureau 
for test as to its evaporative efficiency and endurance. 
Tests of this boiler wére made for a period of 18 months 
with both coal and oil as fuel, and as a result the board 
of Navy officers in charge of the experiments recom- 
mends that the Hohenstein boiler be given a place on 
the very limited list of straight-tube water-tube boilers 
of American design that have been found suitable for 
naval purposes, 

The experience of the Spanish and South African 
wars has convinced Admiral Melville of the exceeding 
importance and necessity of auxiliary vessels in carry- 
ing on operations distant from a military base. In the 
conduct of operations around Manila and Santiago it 
was the indirect support afforded by the supply ships, 
repair facilities, and fleet of colliers, in keeping both 
material and personnel in a high state of efficiency that 
permitted the fighting vessels to maintain an effective 
blockade. The work of the U.S.S. Vulcan particularly, 
in keeping the warships near the entrance to Santiago 
harbor in thorough repair, has shown the necessity of 
providing a repair ship for every large squadron of war- 
ships. The Vulcan justified her existence as much by 
what she taught as what she did. Her experience showed 
that a suitable repair ship could only be secured by de- 
signing one for that particular parpose. Under certain 
circumstances it may be found that it is as advisable 
to possess a repair ship for the month before and the 
month after the decisive day of conflict as it is to con- 
struct a battleship for the few hours of warfare. In 
time of peace the repair ship could be used for many 
important purposes in connection with the Navy, and 
should be particularly adapted for the training of fire- 
men, water tenders, and machinists, second class. It 
might even be used for experimental work, since the 
Navy will have to engage in experimentation if it is not 
to fall backwards in efficiency. A properly designed 
repair vessel with good pneumatic, hydraulic, electric, 
and steam installation in addition to a _ well-equipped 
repair plant, ought to make an extremely desirable ves- 
sel for the practice cruise of the cadets. 

Admiral Melville calls attention to certain pressing 
needs of his Bureau at the various navy yards. An en- 
tire new collection of buildings for its purpose is urg- 
ently required at the Portsmouth Navy Yard, those 
now in use having been erected befure most of the mod- 
ern appliances for handling materials, such as traveling 
cranes, were invented. The existing buildings are too 
small, besides being improperly arranged and located. 
Moreover, though part of the machine shop is now 
overloaded to a degree that is almost dangerous, addi- 
tional tools are required as well as floor space for the 
same to complete work already ordered within the speci- 
fied time. Additional tools and cranes are also needed 
for the Boston Navy Yard, and an appropriation there- 
for is recommended. The growing importance of this 
yard is shown by the new dry dock now under construc- 
tion and by the many buildings for various departments 
for which money has already been appropriated, No 
city in the world offers a better and more abundant class 
of skilled labor than Boston, and all materials for ship 
aid engine Luilding can be obtained quickly and cheaply. 
Its sdvantiages as a building or repair station are un- 
questioned and nnexcelied. 

During the year under review 65 naval vessels of vari- 
ous types received repairs to their machfnery and general 
outtits at the New York Navy Yard. Tests were also 
male for the inspection board of various materials of- 
fered by contractors and of various des of coal, re- 
wres of which lave been Soaentel to the Bureau. 
ests have also been made with liquid-fuel burners, and 
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these tests. 

Admiral Melville notes with regret that, although the 
money fot all the buildings necessary at the League 
land Nayy Yard, except an atiministration building, was 
appropriated in the appropriation bills for the fiscal 
years 1901, 1902 and the work on them has not 
yet begun. The plans for these buildings are completed 
and the money for the power tools to equip them is al- 
rea a available. 

hen the buildi now under construction or au- 
thorized at the Norfolk Navy Yard are completed the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering will possess RE | 
efficient plant at that point. It should be 
howeyer, by aading an emergency machine shop fitted 
with tools of moderate size only located near the 
fitting. out basin. The main shop is well located for 
work on vessels in the dry docks, but considerable of 
the work of any vessel will be done when she is lying 
in the basin, and as much of it is of a light character 
valuable time will be saved by having a shop near at 
hand in which lighter work can done. 

Causes entirely beyond the control of the Bureau 
have prevented the completion of improvements at the 
Key West Naval Station, for which an appropriation 
has already been made. It has never been proposed to 
make this a first-class station, but to confine its facili- 
ties to such as are necessary in making ordinary repairs 
to vessels, both national and merchant, and for this 
purpose its resources will be sufficient as soon as the 
additions referred to are completed. By authority of 
the Navy Department work was done during the year at 
this station for the contractors for Government build- 
ings, and for various private parties in Key West, and 
for merchant vessels. In these cases the actual cost of 
the work and a fair pro rata for maintenance is paid 
by the parties concerned. Such use of the shops is of 
very great benefit to the Government, for it happens 
that in such an isolaiea place as Key West months 
sometimes elapse without a call being made for repairs 
to the machinery of a naval vessel, and unless a shop 
is kept in oreration the organization is soon destroyed, 
and in such a climate the tools deteriorate simply from 
want of use. 

The plant of the Bureau at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard has been maintained in as efficient a condition as 
possible. No improvements have been made in the build- 
ings, and, in hopes that new and more suitable ones 
will be furnished in the near future, none are recom- 
mended. 

It is thought probable that the demands made upon 
the machine shop at the Puget Sound Navy Yard will 
soon prove that the present machine shop is entirely 
too small and that it will require considerable additions 
made to it. Considering the facilities at hand the 
amount and character of work done during the past 
year reflects great credit on the energy, ability, and in- 
genuity of the officer in charge, Lieutenant Leopold 

Considering the lack of facilities, the amount of work 
done in the Steam Engineering Department of the naval 
station at Cavite, P.L., during the year was almost 
phenomenal, and, comparing its cost with the current 
prices at private establishments in the vicinity, enough 
has been saved the Guverrment to pay for the entire 
outfit. To avoid delay in making 1«pairs from want of 
proper materials it wiil be necessary to carry a large 
supply of stores on hand in naval-supply fund. 

There was a great increase in the total of material in- 
spected during the year as compared with the year pre- 
celing, and this was accomplished with only a slight 
insvease in the force of inspectors. The number of firms 
filling Government orders continues to increase, result- 
ing in healthy competiiion, which, combined with strict 
and impartial inspection, insures the very best in ma- 
teriai for all Navy uses. The Bureau has established 
a chemical lahoratcry in the great steel-making district 
of Pittsburg, Pa. 

Admiral Melville reviews his recommendation of last 
year that junior ofliers in greater numbers should be 
ordered for training under the present naval inspectors, 
os there van be no more zeatceus o1 efficient inspectors 
of material than the olflicers who will have the care and 
management of the fnished engines, guns and ships.

Details of the murder of Lieutenant Sankey of the 
British Army on duty with the 35th Sikhs, which oc- 
curred near Simla, India, last September, form an un- 


had a bearer, named Janhi, who was reported by the 
orderly for continually pilfering small articles. Lieuten- 
ant Sankey sent for the police inspector, and they de- 
cided to give the bearer in charge. Janhi must have 
been listening, for soon after he in the doorway 
with his master’s revolver, and shot the lieutenant in 
the stomach. The police officer ran away, and the lieu- 
tenant made an soonest to get at the bearer, who shot 
him again, this time hitting him in the arm. The or- 
derly ran in to help his master, but immediately received 
a bullet in the head and dropped down dead. Someone 
had meanwhile gall down to the Sikh lines and 
alarmed the guard. Two —— with fixed bayonets 
and loaded rifles soon surro ed the bungalow, but the 
bearer refused to come out, and threatened to shoot the 
first man who came within range. Three volleys were 
fired into the bungalow through the doors and windows, 
and the place was rushed. The bearer was found in the 
doorway leading to the bathroom, dead. He must have 
met one of the volleys full in the face, for he had one 
bullet wound in his forehead, one in the mouth, one in 
the neck, and two or three in the chest. The Sikhs took 
their dead comrade with them, and the officer was re- 
moved to the mess, where an operation was performed 
but he died the next morning. In his will, made just 
before his death, he gave 2,000 rupees to the widow of 
his orderly, whom he described as a brave soldier and a 
good servant.

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Sixty years ago, when the ploughman’s 
wages were a Shilling a day, the soldier's 
pocket-momey was about one-third that 
sum, that is to say, out of his nominal shil- 
jing a day the soldier was stopped six- 
pence for his rations and twopence or 
threepence for his extra messing. Per 
contra, he received a penny a day “beer” 
money. As the position of the agricul- 
tural laborer improved so did that of the 
soldier. In 1 the Crown provided his 
ration Of bread and meat for 444d., and 
twenty years later a free ration was grant- 
ed, beer money being withdrawn, with a 
net gain to the soldier of 344d. a day. In 
1876 an extra twopence a day was given 
as deferred pay, and when this was abol- 
jshed in , & messing allowance of 
threepence a day took its place. Good 
conduct pay is now obtainable after 
two years’, instead of five years’, ser- 
vice, aS formerly. Few soldiers now- 
adays fail to secure a certain sum annu- 
ally as “compensation in lieu of clothing,” 
whereas sixty years ago the soldier had to 
purchase his knapsack, and share with his 
colonel the cost of fitting his clothing. 
The bounty then offered on enlistment 
was, in fact, an allowance out of which he 
could pay for his “necessaries,” and 
among his regimental bills were charges 
for washing his sheets and for school fees. 
For years past these monthly stoppages 
have ceased, and the soldier has benefitted 
by canteen profits, which, in the good old 
times, went into the pocket of the tenant. 

Army and Navy Gazette. 
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The Nautical Gazette gives a story of a 
nove! salvation from shipwreck, as told 
by a skipper of the great lakes, Captain 
Hiram Smith of Buffalo.

To thelr sur- 
prise, they soon began to gain on the flood 
of water which at first had seemed over- 
whelming. Finally the pumps refused to 
work and the brig was found to be practi- 
cally dry. No explanation was obtained 
until later when the cargo was discharged, 
and it was found that the inflowi wa- 
ter, with the rolling of the vessel, had car- 
ried a coating of cement from the cargo 
over the entire bottom; the cement had 
set and caulked the leaking seams most 
effectively.
